Mike Elko was named Duke University's 22nd head football coach on December 
10, 2021, and in his first season led the Blue Devils to nine regular season victories 
to garner ACC Coach of the Year honors. 


With over two decades of coaching experience, Elko has coached in nine bowl 
games, helped two different teams to NCAA Division I-AA quarterfinal appearances 
and been part of four league championship squads. Elko’s bowl games include the 
2009 Humanitarian, 2012 Military, 2013 Little Caesars, 2016 Military, 2017 Citrus, 
2018 Gator, 2019 Texas, 2020 Orange, and the 2022 Military. 


Last season, Elko guided Duke to an overall record of 9-4 capped by a 30-13 
victory over UCF in the Military Bowl to become the first head coach in program 
history to lead his team to nine wins and a bow! victory in the first season at the 
helm. After Duke recorded an 0-8 ledger in ACC play in 2021, Elko took the reins 
and guided the Blue Devils to a 5-3 mark last season to match the best one-year 
improvement by a winless team in league history. In addition, the plus-six overall 
improvement (3 wins in 2021 to 9 victories in 2022) equaled the second-best 
turnaround in ACC history. 


In year one of Elko's leadership, the Blue Devils showed marked improvement on 
the field, moving from 102nd and 127th nationally in scoring offense and defense to 
3ist, respectively, in both categories. Duke's total offense and defensive rankings 
also advanced under Elko, going from 54th and 130th to 43rd and 67th, respectively. 


The most significant turnaround came in turnover margin where the Blue Devils 
jumped from 108th nationally in 2021 to an ACC-best and No. 2 national mark of +1.23. 


Additionally in 2022, Duke ranked first nationally in fumbles recovered (16) and 
punt return average (19.92), fifth in fewest turnovers lost (10), eighth in tackles 
for loss allowed (3.92), ninth in both fewest fumbles lost (4) and most turnovers 
gained (26), 12th in fewest interceptions thrown (6), 23rd in sacks (2.8) and 25th 
in winning percentage (.692). 


Nine Blue Devils earned All-ACC honors, highlighted by first team offensive tackle 
Graham Barton. First-year starter and honorable mention All-ACC selection Riley 
Leonard finished his sophomore campaign as the only quarterback in the ACC and 
one of just two nationally with 13-plus rushing and 20-plus passing touchdowns in 
2022. Senior wide receiver Jalon Calhoun and redshirt senior linebacker Shaka 
Heyward also achieved personal success under Elko. Calhoun became 11th player 
in program history with 2,000 career receiving yards, while Heyward became the 
21st player in program history to garner 300-plus tackles in a career. 


Prior to Duke, Elko spent four seasons as the defensive coordinator and safeties 
coach at Texas A&M University under head coach Jimbo Fisher. While there, Elko 
helped lead the Aggies to a 34-14 (.708) record and four consecutive bowl games. 


Inhis final season, Elko was named a semifinalist for the Frank Broyles Award, which 
is given annually to the top assistant coach in college football, for the second time 
in his career after mentoring the group to the No. 3 national ranking in scoring 
defense, allowing just 15.92 points per game, as well as the No. 9 pass efficiency 
defense (112.00) and No. 7 red zone defense (.710). Texas A&M also ranked seventh 
in the country by allowing just 4.66 yards per play, tied for 10th in fourth down 
defense (.353), tied for 12th in total sacks (39.0) and defensive touchdowns (3), 
16th in third down defense (.328) and 20th in total defense (327.5). 


Before his time with the Aggies, Elko spent one season at the University of Notre 
Dame with head coach Brian Kelly where he helped the defense rank in the top 
half nationally in four major defensive categories. He was named a semifinalist 
for the Frank Broyles Award, after helping guide the Irish to a 10-3 record during 


his lone season in South Bend, including a 21-17 win over LSU in the 2017 Citrus 
Bowl. Notre Dame's unit showed marked improvement in total defense under Elko 
with an average of 369.2 yards allowed per game. Additionally, the Irish improved 
at least 20 spots in the national rankings in rushing defense (72nd to 5ist), pass 
efficiency defense (79th to 46th), scoring defense (62nd to 31st), third down 
defense (60th to 37th), turnovers gained (104th to 50th), sacks (117th to 82nd) 
and tackles for loss (102nd to 58th). 

Elko served three seasons (2014-16) at Wake Forest University as the defensive 
coordinator and safeties coach for head coach Dave Clawson. His 2016 unit ranked 
in the top-20 nationally in fumbles recovered (3rd), turnovers forced (10th), 
sacks (12th), defensive TDs (17th), red zone defense (17th) and scoring defense 
(20th). That year, the Demon Deacons were one of the four schools in the FBS 
to rank in the top-20 in turnovers forced, sacks and scoring defense. The three 
other programs qualified for the College Football Playoff that season (Alabama, 
Clemson and Washington). 


In 2015, the Wake Forest defense ranked 38th in the nation, allowing just 363.8 
yards per game. The Demon Deacons also ranked among the national leaders in 
red zone defense and pass defense efficiency. A year earlier, Wake Forest finished 
12th nationally in passing yards allowed and was a top-40 team in total defense. 
The unit finished with five defensive players earning All-ACC honors. 


During his stint in Winston-Salem, he mentored All-ACC and ACC Defensive Rookie 
of the Year runner-up Jessie Bates III, who finished with 93 tackles and five inter- 
ceptions in his career, including two that were returned for a touchdown in 2016. 


Elko was also on Clawson's staff for five seasons (2009-13) as Bowling Green's 
defensive coordinator and linebackers (three seasons) and safeties (two seasons) 
coach. He helped the Falcons to three bowl game appearances and saw his unit 
finish first in the Mid-American Conference (MAC) in scoring defense, total defense, 
rushing defense and pass defense efficiency in each of his last two years. Over his 
five seasons as defensive coordinator, the Falcons forced 106 turnovers (1.7 per 
game) and held opponents to just a 35.9 percent conversion rate on third downs. 
In both 2012 and 2013, Bowling Green ranked in the top 10 in the nation in both 
total defense and scoring defense. 


In 2012 alone, the Falcons held their opposition to under 100 yards rushing in nine 
contests and would end the season ranked 1ith in sacks (38), 12th in rushing defense 
(106.5), 13th in pass defense efficiency (190.1) and fifth in first downs allowed (15.1). 


Under Elko's guidance, Bowling Green had seven different players earn 14 All-MAC 
honors, including three-time recipients Chris Jones and Dwayne Woods. Jones 
would go on to be named a 2012 First Team All-American by the Football Writers 
Association of America (FWAA). 


Prior to Bowling Green, Elko was the defensive coordinator at Hofstra from 2006- 
08. He also served on Clawson’s staffs at Richmond in 2004-05 and at Fordham 
in 2002-03. 


In 2007 the Pride's defense ranked first in the Colonial Athletic Association (CAA) 
and 1th in the FCS in rushing defense, second in the conference and 15th in the 
country in total defense, and fourth in the CAA and 37th in the FCS in scoring 
defense. With Fordham, Elko helped the 2002 team to a Patriot League title after 
a 10-3 season. 


Elko's coaching experience also includes one-year stints at the U.S. Merchant 
Marine Academy (2001), where he served as defensive coordinator, and at his 
alma mater, the University of Pennsylvania (2000), directing the secondary. The 
Quakers won the 2000 Ivy League title during his lone season on staff. He began 
his coaching career at Stony Brook in 1999 where he guided the linebackers in 
the fall and the defensive backs in the spring. 


Anative of South Brunswick, N.J., Elko graduated from Penn witha bachelor's degree 
in history in1999. As a safety, he helped the Quakers to the 1998 Ivy League crown. 


Elko is married to the former Michelle Madison of Franklinville, N.J., and they are 


the parents of three children Michael, Andrew and Kaitlyn. Michael is a member 
of the baseball program at the University of Richmond.

SECOND SEASON AT DUKE 
DAYTON, 1998 


Kevin Johns joined the Blue Devil gridiron program in January 2022, and serves 
as the offensive coordinator. Johns also coaches Duke's quarterbacks. 


Johns, who has over 10 years of experience as an offensive coordinator, mentored 
quarterback Riley Leonard to All-ACC honors during his first season in Durham. 
Leonard completed 250-of-392 (.638) passes for 2,967 yards with 20 touchdowns, 
while leading the team in rushing with 699 yards on 124 carries (5.64) and 13 
touchdowns during his first season as Duke's starter. In the ACC, Leonard ranked 
third in total offensive yards per game (282.00), third in pass attempts, third in 
pass completions, third in total points responsible for, tied for third in scoring, 
fourth in pass completion percentage, fourth in passing yards per game (228.23), 
fifth in touchdowns passes, and fifth in passing efficiency. In addition, he set 
school single-season records for touchdowns responsible for (33), most games 
with one-plus touchdown pass (12), touchdown-to-interception ratio (3.33-1), and 
pass completion-to-interception ratio (41.67-1). 


In just one season under Johns, the Blue Devils went from last in the ACC in 2021 
to fifth, fifth, and seventh in scoring offense, total touchdowns and passing touch- 
downs, respectively. In addition, Duke improved in pass efficiency (1th in 2021 to 
fifth in 2022) and total offense (seventh in 2021 to fourth in 2022). 


Johns came to Durham after serving three seasons as the offensive coordinator 
and quarterbacks coach at the University of Memphis. 


While there, Johns helped the Tigers earn three bowl invitations, including a 25-10 
win over Florida Atlantic in the 2020 Montgomery Bowl. During each of his three 
seasons, Memphis was among the top five in the American Athletic Conference in 
scoring offense, including averaging 30.1 points this past season. The Tigers also 
finished last year second in the AAC in passing offense (298.8), third in offensive 
yards (435.8), third in first downs (22.5), and third in third down conversion 
percentage (71-of-174 for 40.8 percent). 


In 2020, the Tigers finished the year 22nd in the nation in total offense (453.1) and 
ranked 17th in both passing offense (307.9) and first down offense (260). Memphis 
totaled five games with over 500 yards of total offense, including an impressive 
703 total yards against Central Florida. During that game, the Tigers set a school- 
record, coming back from a 17-point deficit in the third quarter to earn the 50-49 
win. The 703 total yards of offense were the fifth-most in Memphis history. 


In his first season, Memphis ranked among the top 20 nationally in nine statistical 
categories: passing yards (7th), scoring offense (8th), passing yards/completion 
(9th), total offense (10th), first downs (10th), passing efficiency (10th), passing 
offense (17th), passing touchdowns (17th) and third down percentage (19th). The 
Tigers accumulated more than 500 yards of total offense seven times on the 
year, including 542 yards versus Big Ten foe Penn State in the Goodyear Cotton 
Bowl Classic. That season, Johns mentored a 4,000-yard passer (Brady White), a 
1,000-yard rusher (Kenneth Gainwell) and a 1,000-yard receiver (Damonte Coxie). 


Throughout his three years, Johns coached nine players to 12 All-AAC honors, 
including two-time recipients in Calvin Austin III, Sean Dykes and Dylan Parham. He 
also mentored Gainwell and Tahj Washington to All-American accolades. Gainwell 
garnered FWAA-Shaun Alexander, AFCA, and Sporting News Freshman All-America 
nods in 2019, while being tabbed the FWAA and The American Athletic Conference 
Freshman of the Year. Washington earned FWAA Freshman All-America praise in 
2020 after recording 43 receptions for 743 yards (17.3 avg) with six touchdowns. 


Before Memphis, Johns spent the 2018 season as the offensive coordinator/ 
inside wide receivers and tight ends coach at Texas Tech University. He guided a 
Red Raiders offense that ranked fourth in the country with 352.6 passing yards 
per game and 12th with 485.2 total yards per game. Texas Tech also averaged 
37.3 points per game that season, which was the fourth-best mark in the Big 12. 
Prior to that, Johns served a one-year stint as the offensive coordinator/quar- 
terbacks coach at Western Michigan University in 2017. The Broncos ranked 25th 
in the country that year with 33.9 points per game and 2ist with 224.8 rushing 
yards per game. 


From 2011-16, Johns spent six years at Indiana, the final three as the program's 
sole offensive coordinator. He also assisted with coaching the quarterbacks and 
wide receivers after arriving as a co-offensive coordinator in 2011. The Hoosiers 
rewrote 54 school records during Johns’ time there, including season marks for 
points, total yards, passing yards and rushing yards. 


In 2015, Indiana had a 3,500-yard passer, two 1,000-yard rushers and a 1,000-yard 
receiver, en route to leading the Big Ten in scoring offense at 36.5 points per game. 
Two years prior, Indiana had five 1,000-yard receivers playing at the same time. 
One of them was Cody Latimer, who was one of eight NFL draftees during Johns’ 
time in Bloomington. Another one was Shane Wynn, who closed his career among 
the top four in multiple career categories at Indiana, including receptions (189), 
250-yard games (13), 200-yard games (19), four-TD games (5) and all-purpose 
yards (4,429) before joining the Jacksonville Jaguars. 


Johns served a second stint on staff at Northwestern University from 2004-10 ina 
variety of different roles after a three-year tenure from 1999-2001 as an offensive 
graduate assistant. During his second term, he joined the staff as an assistant 
coach with the running backs from 2004-05 before beginning work with the wide 
receivers and serving as the program's recruiting coordinator for the 2006-07 
seasons. He then added passing game coordinator duties in 2008 and served in 
that role for three seasons until his departure. 


He also made stops at the University of Richmond, where he coached the defen- 
sive ends (2003) and wide receivers (2002), and Piqua High School in Ohio as the 
quarterbacks and defensive secondary coach (1998). 


Johns was a three-year letterwinner and two-year starter at the University of 
Dayton (1995-97), where he helped the Flyers to a 20-1 record. He earned Division 
|-AA All-America honors and was selected the Football Gazette Player of the Year in 
1996. In addition, he was a two-time First Team All-Pioneer Football League team 
recipient in 1996 and 1997. He graduated first all-time on Dayton’s career total 
offensive yardage chart with 4,252, first in highest passing efficiency (151.1), and 
third in career passing yards (3,572). 


He graduated from Dayton with a bachelor’s degree in mathematics in 1998 and 
received his master's degree from Northwestern in educational administration 
in 2001. 


Johns is married to the former Krista Tilley of St. Louis, Mo., and they are the 
parents of three sons, twins Logan and Tyler, and Carter. Logan works as a student 
manager with the football program at the University of Tennessee, while Tyler is 
a member of the baseball program at Elon University.

DEFENSIVE COORDINATOR (LB) 
FIRST SEASON AT DUKE 
STONY BROOK, 2010 


Tyler Santucci joined the Blue Devil gridiron program in January 2023, and serves 
as the defensive coordinator. He also coaches Duke's linebackers. 


Santucci and Elko have served together on three previous defensive staffs, most 
recently at Texas A&M in 2020 and 2021, where Santucci was the linebackers coach. 
The pair also spent time together at Notre Dame and Wake Forest. 


Santucci comes to Durham after a one-year stint as the co-defensive coordinator 
at Texas A&M under head coach Jimbo Fisher. Before being promoted in 2022, he 
spent two seasons as the Aggies’ linebackers coach, helping them to a 17-5 ledger 
and an invitation to the 2020 Capital One Orange and 2021 Taxslayer Gator Bowls. 


During his time at Texas A&M, Santucci helped the Aggies defense to a No. 3 national 
ranking in scoring defense (15.92), as well as the No. 7 red zone defense (.710) in 
2021. The year prior, he helped the Aggies lead the SEC and rank among the top 
10 in the nation in total defense (317.3), while boasting a top-three ranking in the 
country in rushing defense (92.0). Texas A&M would cap off its 2020 nine-win sea- 
son with a 41-27 victory over No. 13 North Carolina in the Capital One Orange Bowl. 


Santucci spent the 2019 season as the inside linebackers coach at Wake Forest 
under head coach Dave Clawson. In his second stint with the Demon Deacons, he 
helped Wake Forest to an 8-4 record and an appearance in the New Era Pinstripe 
Bowl. In addition, he mentored Justin Strnad to All-ACC honors after pacing the 
team in tackles per game in his final season. Santucci also served two seasons as 
a graduate assistant with the Demon Deacons, coaching the defensive line (2014) 
and linebackers (2015). 


In 2018, Santucci made his first stop in College Station, serving as a defensive 
analyst for the Aggies’ newly appointed defensive coordinator Elko. The pair helped 
the Aggies to a 9-3 record and a 52-13 victory over N.C. State in the Taxslayer 
Gator Bowl, while seeing the Texas A&M defense rank in the top 50 nationally for 
the first time in more than a decade. 


Santucci and Elko worked together in 2017 on Brian Kelly's staff at Notre Dame. 
The Irish finished 10-3 during his lone season as a defensive analyst that included 
a 21-17 win over LSU in the 2017 Citrus Bowl. Additionally, the Irish improved at 
least 20 spots in the national rankings in rushing defense (72nd to 5ist), pass 
efficiency defense (79th to 46th), scoring defense (62nd to 31st), third down 
defense (60th to 37th), turnovers gained (104th to 50th), sacks (117th to 82nd) 
and tackles for loss (102nd to 58th). 


Before his time at Notre Dame, Santucci had a one-year stint as the linebackers 
coach at Texas State University. While with the Bobcats in 2016, he mentored 
Bryan London II and Gabe Lloyd to postseason honors. London was named to the 
Sun Belt Conference All-Newcomer Team, while Lloyd was an All-Sun Belt pick by 
the league's head coaches. 


Santucci began his coaching career his alma mater, Stony Brook, where he served 
four seasons. His first two years were spent as a graduate assistant working with 
the linebackers (2010) and defensive line (2011). In his final two years, Santucci 
was promoted to an assistant coach working with the safeties (2012) and defen- 
sive line (2013). 


A native of New Kensington, Pa., Santucci graduated from Stony Brook with a 
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bachelor’s degree in sociology in 2010. He was a four-year letterwinner in football 
(2006-07-08-09), earning Second Team All-America honors by the Associated Press 
after a senior season in which he led the Seawolves with 93 tackles. He was a two- 
time All-Big South Conference selection and tabbed the 2009 Big South Defensive 
Player of the Year. Santucci finished his career with 284 tackles, which was fourth 
all-time in school history at the time of his graduation, and was an integral part 
of Stony Brook's first Big South Championship team in 2009. In December 2013, 
Santucci was recognized as one of the top student-athletes of his era as he was 
selected to the Big South All-Decade Team. In 2022, Santucci was one of eight 
inducted into the Stony Brook Hall of Fame. 


He is married to the former Arielle Meringolo of Long Island, N.Y., and the couple 
has one daughter, Liana. 
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LYLE HEMPHILL 


CO-DEFENSIVE COORDINATOR (s) 
SECOND SEASON AT DUKE 
URSINUS, 2002 


Lyle Hemphill joined the Blue Devil gridiron program in December 2021, and serves 
as the co-defensive coordinator after being elevated from an assistant coach in 
March 2023. He also coaches Duke safeties. 


Hemphill and Elko served on the defensive staff together for three seasons at 
Hofstra University from 2006-08, helping the Pride to a three-year ledger of 13-21 
and a ranking of fourth in the nation in pass defense in 2008. Hemphill coached 
the secondary and special teams units during his time in Hempstead, N.Y. 


In his first season in Durham, Hemphill mentored safeties Brandon Johnson and 
Darius Joiner to All-ACC honors. Johnson finished his first year as a starter with 
55 tackles, 7.5 tackles for loss, 5.5 sacks, two interceptions, seven pass breakups, 
two caused fumbles, two fumble recoveries and four quarterback pressures. Joiner 
concluded his final year of collegiate football ranking first on the team in tackles 
(97), tied for first in interceptions (two), second in tackles for loss (8.0), fourth 
in sacks (4.0) and quarterback pressures (five). 


As a unit, Hemphill’s group helped Duke rank first nationally in fumbles recovered 
(16), second in turnover margin (+1.23), ninth in turnovers gained (26), and 23rd 
in sacks (2.8). In addition, Duke's defensive back unit compiled 59 pass breakups 
to rank fourth in the ACC and were one of two schools in the conference with five 
players with six-plus pass breakups on the year. 


Prior to Duke, Hemphill spent five seasons serving on Dave Clawson's staff at Wake 
Forest, mentoring the safeties before being elevated to defensive coordinator at 
the conclusion of the 2018 season. In three years as the defensive coordinator, 
Hemphill helped lead the Demon Deacons to three consecutive bowl appearances. 
Wake Forest was also one of just three FBS schools with 13 or more interceptions 
during that three-year stretch. 


Under Hemphill’s guidance in 2021, Wake Forest was tied for fifth in the nation with 
27 turnovers gained on the season and sixth in the ACC in pass defense, allowing 
just 221.85 yards per game. He also helped the Demon Deacons to a 10-3 ledger, 
including a perfect 6-0 mark at home. 


Wake Forest had its highest turnover margin in the Clawson era with a +10 margin 
during the 2020 season. The Demon Deacons were one of just seven FBS schools 
to post a +10 or better margin in the country, tying for fourth in that category. Of 
Wake Forest's 13 interceptions that season, four came from freshman walk-on safety 
Nick Andersen, who was tied for eighth nationally and tied for first in the ACC. 


The 2019 Wake Forest defense finished 16th in the nation in third down defense, 
which was a program best. The Demon Deacons also ended the season 15th in 
fumbles recovered and 17th in passes intercepted among all FBS schools. During 
that season, Hemphill helped mentor Carlos ‘Boogie’ Basham Jr. to one of the 
best single-seasons for an edge defender in school history. He was the ACC leader 
with 18.0 tackles for loss and tied for 14th nationally with 11.0 sacks. 


During his tenure in Winston-Salem, Hemphill coached 14 defensive players to 17 
All-ACC recognition, including safety Jessie Bates II] and Basham Jr. Bates, who 
was taken in the second round of the 2018 NFL Draft by the Cincinnati Bengals, 
was an honorable mention All-ACC pick in 2017 and finished his career third in 
school history with 195 interception return yards. Basham Jr., who was taken in 
the second round of the 2021 NFL Draft by the Buffalo Bills, finished his four-year 


career with 20.5 sacks (fourth most in school history), 173 tackles, four forced 
fumbles and three fumble recoveries. 


Prior to Wake Forest, Hemphill spent six seasons (2011-16) at Stony Brook, where 
he served as the safeties coach before adding defensive coordinator duties his 
final four years. The 2015 FCS Defensive Coordinator of the Year by FootballScoop. 
com, helped direct one of the FCS’ top defenses in the country. During his last 
three seasons, the Seawolves finished in the top three nationally in total defense, 
including leading the country in 2015, allowing just 250.1 yards per game. Under 
Hemphill’s guidance, seven Seawolves earned all-conference honors, including 
Davonte Anderson and Victor Ochi, who became the Stony Brook's Division | career 
leader in interceptions and sacks, respectively. 


Prior to his time with the Seawolves, Hemphill had a second stint at Delaware for 
the 2010 season, where he served as the cornerbacks coach. He also served on 
Blue Hens’ staff from 2004-05 as a graduate assistant, working primarily with the 
secondary. In 2010, he helped the Blue Hens get back to the FCS Championship 
Game, as Delaware finished the season with a 12-3 record including six top-25 wins. 
During his first stint, Hemphill helped guide the Blue Hens to a DI-AA quarterfinal 
appearance. 


From 2006-09, he worked with the defensive backs and special teams unit at 
Hofstra. While with the Pride, Hemphill helped the secondary rank fourth in the 
FCS in pass defense, allowing just 136.92 yards per outing, and second in the CAA 
in 2007 in interceptions with 13. He also saw defensive back Kyle Arrington sign 
with the Philadelphia Eagles as an undrafted free agent at the conclusion of the 
2008 season. 


His coaching career started at Delaware Valley University in 2002, where he 
coached defensive backs and special teams. 


A 2002 graduate of Ursinus College with a bachelor's degree in politics, Hemphill 
was a four-year letterman at strong safety and wrestled one season for the 
Bears. He went on to earn a master’s degree in education administration from 
Delaware in 2005. 


Hemphill is married to the former Christen Gardner of Philadelphia, and they are 
the parents of four children, Izabella, Lyla, Georgia and Olivia. His father, Joe, 
is one of the most successful football coaches in Delaware high school history, 
coaching at St. Elizabeth from 1972-2013. 
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JESS SIMPSON 


ASSOCIATE HEAD COACH - DEFENSE (DL) 
SECOND SEASON AT DUKE 
AUBURN, 1993 


Jess Simpson joined the Blue Devil program in January 2022, and serves as the 
associate head coach of the defense. Simpson also coaches Duke's defensive line. 


Simpson has over 25 years of coaching experience, including 12 years as a high 
school head coach where he won seven state titles and compiled a record of 
164-12 (.932). 


In his first year in Durham, Simpson mentored All-America and All-ACC selection 
DeWayne Carter, who finished the year with 36 tackles, a team-best 11.0 tackles 
for loss, 5.5 sacks, four pass breakups, three caused fumbles, three fumble re- 
coveries and five quarterback pressures. Carter's fumble recoveries and forced 
fumbles ranked third and 13th nationally, respectively. 


As a unit, Simpson's group helped Duke rank first nationally in fumbles recovered 
(16), second in turnover margin (+1.23), ninth in turnovers gained (26), and 23rd 
in sacks (2.8). In addition, Duke's defensive unit ranked fourth in the ACC in rush- 
ing defense, allowing just 121.08 yards per outing, and held five-of-12 opponents 
to under 100 yards rushing for an average of just 3.73 yards per carry with eight 
rushing scores. 


Under Simpson's guidance, Duke became the seventh team in program history to 
hold its opponents to less than 15 rushing scores in a single-season after allowing 
just 10 in 2022. 


He came to Duke after serving the 2021 season as the assistant head coach and 
defensive line coach at the University of Miami. The Hurricanes finished the year 
with a 7-5 mark and an invitation to the Tony the Tiger Sun Bowl. Simpson mentored 
defensive tackles Leonard Taylor and Jared Harrison-Hunte as well as defensive 
ends Deandre Johnson and Zac McCloud during his second stint in Coral Gables. 
Each recorded at least 7.5 tackles for loss and 2.0 sacks a year ago, with Taylor 
leading the team in tackles for loss with 9.5 and McCloud in sacks with 5.5. Between 
the four of them, they registered 13 quarterback pressures. 


Simpson also served in the same role for the Hurricanes during the 2018 season, 
where Miami ranked No. 4 in the country in total defense and ranked No. 1in several 
categories such as tackles for loss, third down conversion percentage and passing 
yards allowed. Under Simpson's tutelage that year, defensive tackle Gerald Willis 
Ill earned Second Team All-America and All-ACC honors, while defensive end Joe 
Jackson was selected an Honorable Mention All-ACC recipient. 


In between stops at Miami, Simpson spent the 2019 and 2020 seasons as the 
defensive line coach with the Atlanta Falcons. He also served as a defensive as- 
sistant with the Falcons in 2017. While in the NFL, Simpson helped the Falcons to 
21 victories, including a 26-13 win over the Los Angeles Rams in the 2017 Wild Card 
game. In those three years in Atlanta, Simpson helped coach defensive lineman and 
two-time Pro Bowl selection Grady Jarrett, who compiled 176 tackles, 35 tackles 
for loss, 15.5 sacks and 50 quarterback pressures. 


Prior to his collegiate and professional coaching career, Simpson spent 12 years 
(2005-16) as the Buford High School (Ga.) head coach, where he won seven state 
titles, compiled a record of 164-12 (.932) and led the Wolves to 10 consecutive state 
final appearances. In total, he spent 21 years (1995-96; 1998-2016) on the Buford 
coaching staff, helping the Wolves to 10 state titles as a head coach or coordinator. 
Simpson was Buford’s defensive coordinator when the Wolves set the Georgia high 
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school record with a 47-game winning streak from 2001-04. 


Simpson also served one-year stints as the head coach at East Paulding High 
School (Ga.) in 1997 and as an assistant coach at his alma mater, Marietta High 
School (Ga.) in 1994. 


Simpson was a two-year letterwinner (1990-91) at tight end at Auburn. He helped 
lead the Tigers to appearances in the 1990 Hall of Fame Bowl and the 1991 Peach 
Bowl. He was also a member of the team when Auburn claimed the 1989 SEC 
Championship. After his playing career, Simpson began his coaching tenure as a 
student assistant for the Tigers, working under Pat Dye and Terry Bowden for the 
1992 and 1993 seasons. 


A native of Marietta, Ga., Simpson graduated with a bachelor's degree in marketing 
education from Auburn in 1993. He then went on to earn his master’s degree in 
education from North Georgia College in 2002 as well as a degree in educational 
leadership and administration from Alabama in 2005. 


Simpson is married to the former Tricia Collins, of Powder Springs, Ga., and they are 
the parents of four children in Luke, Cooper, Jake and Emma. Son, Cooper, played 
football at the United States Military Academy and is currently a first lieutenant 
in the United State Army, serving at Fort Stewart. Son, Jake, played football at 
Wake Forest University. 
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TROOPER TAYLOR 


ASSOCIATE HEAD COACH (RB) 
FIFTH SEASON AT DUKE 
BAYLOR, 1992 


Trooper Taylor joined the Duke staff in January 2019, and serves as the program's 
associate head coach, while mentoring the Blue Devil running backs. Taylor has 
also coached the wide receivers (2019-20) and cornerbacks (2021) during his 
time in Durham. 


Taylor has over 30 years of coaching experience, including being on staff at Au- 
burn University for its 2010 BCS National Championship run, in which the Tigers 
went a perfect 14-0. In total, he’s coached in 16 bowl games during a career that 
includes stints at Baylor, New Mexico, Tulane, Tennessee, Oklahoma State, Auburn 
and Arkansas State. He has also been named one of the nation’s top-25 recruiters 
by Rivals.com on three occasions (2005, 2007 and 2010). 


Last season, Taylor helped mentor a trio of running backs in Jaylen Coleman, 
Jaquez Moore and Jordan Waters. Duke finished the season tied for second in 
the ACC in rushing touchdowns (31), third in rushing offense (184.15), and fourth 
in rushing yards (2,394). The threesome, along with quarterback Riley Leonard, 
formed the first quartet in Duke history to post 400-plus rushing yards in a 
single-season. The grouping also became the first foursome in Blue Devil history 
to compile four-plus rushing touchdowns in a single-season. 


While with the cornerbacks, Taylor mentored a group of veterans, led by Josh 
Blackwell, Leonard Johnson and Jeremiah Lewis. The trio combined to register 
100 tackles, four interceptions, and 14 pass breakups in 2021. Blackwell's seven 
breakups alone placed him tied for eighth in the ACC, while Johnson and Lewis 
finished tied for ninth with two interceptions each. 


In 2020 while with the wide receivers, Taylor mentored six Blue Devils to at least 
150-plus receiving yards, including two with over 300-plus yards. His wideout 
group accounted for 74 percent of Duke's receiving yards and earned seven of the 
11 receiving touchdowns on the year. Jake Bobo led the team in receiving yards 
with 358 on 32 catches with one touchdown, while Jalon Calhoun registered a 
team-high 39 receptions for 349 yards and two scores. Both earned six games 
with 30-plus receiving yards to headline the wide receivers group. 


In his first season at Duke, Taylor mentored Calhoun and Eli Pancol to Freshman 
All-America honors by Pro Football Focus. Calhoun led all ACC freshmen in pass 
receptions with 46, a mark that placed him third among Power 5 rookie wide 
receivers. As one of just two true freshmen to start in all 12 games, Calhoun 
registered a team-best 420 receiving yards with four touchdowns. He had 10 
games where he recorded at least two receptions and compiled his lone 100-yard 
receiving game (105) and only multi-touchdown game (2) during Duke's victory 
over North Carolina A&T. 


Pancol finished with six catches for 91 yards (15.17) and three touchdowns during 
his rookie season. He compiled at least 10-plus receiving yards on three different 
occasions and had two catches for over 20-plus yards, both for touchdowns. The 
Pendleton, Ind., native also notched three rushes for 20 yards (6.7), including a 
nine-yard touchdown against Georgia Tech. He finished fifth on the team with 24 
points accumulated from four total scores. 


Taylor came to Durham after spending the previous six seasons (2013-18) on the 
staff at Arkansas State University, where he helped the Red Wolves to 47 wins, 
six bowl game appearances and a pair of Sun Belt Conference championships 
in 2015 and 2016. Over his last three campaigns in Jonesboro, he served as the 
program's assistant head coach. 


Taylor coached the cornerbacks at Arkansas State as the Red Wolves made appear- 
ances in back-to-back GoDaddy Bowls (2013 & 2014), New Orleans Bowl (2015), 


Cure Bowl (2016), Camellia Bowl (2017) and Arizona Bowl (2018). During his tenure, 
Taylor coached 11 All-Sun Belt selections including his son, Blaise, who enjoyed an 
honor-filled career that included four all-conference citations as well as National 
Football Foundation Scholar-Athlete accolades. In addition, Taylor helped Arkansas 
State secure five consecutive signing classes that were ranked among the top 
three in the Sun Belt Conference by at least two of the major recruiting services. 


As the University of Auburn's assistant head coach and wide receivers coach from 
2009-12, Taylor helped the Tigers to 33 victories, four postseason wins, and the 
Southeastern Conference and BCS titles in 2010. Auburn boasted a perfect 4-0 
record in postseason contests in the four-year stretch with triumphs in 2009 (38- 
35 over Northwestern in OT in the Outback Bowl), 2010 (56-17 over South Carolina 
in the SEC Championship game and 22-19 over Oregon in the BCS Tostitos National 
Championship game) and 2011 (43-24 over Virginia in the Chick-fil-A Bowl). 


During the national championship run in 2010, Auburn's receivers helped the 
offense score a Tiger single-season record 577 points while leading the SEC in 
scoring at 41.2 points per game as three wideouts topped the 500-yard plateau 
through the air. 


In 2009, he mentored Darvin Adams, who broke the Auburn single-season record 
for receptions with 60 for 997 yards while ranking second in the SEC with 10 
touchdown catches. Adams, who entered the season with just three career catches 
for 18 yards, was named the MVP of the Outback Bowl after catching 12 passes for 
142 yards in the win over Northwestern. 


The 2008 season marked Taylor's lone campaign at Oklahoma State University as 
the Cowboys went 9-4, played in the Holiday Bowl and closed the year ranked No. 
16 in the final Associated Press national poll. Serving as co-offensive coordina- 
tor and wide receivers coach, Taylor was part of an offense that produced a pair 
of First Team All-America picks in wideout Dez Bryant and running back Kendall 
Hunter. That season, Oklahoma State ranked sixth nationally in total offense and 
ninth in scoring. 


Taylor was on the University of Tennessee staff from 2004-07 and coached both 
the running backs (2004-05) and wide receivers (2006-07). The four-year capsule 
was highlighted by 34 victories, two 10-win seasons (2004 and 2007), two SEC 
Eastern Division championships (2004 & 2007), three bow! games (2004 Cotton, 
2006 Outback and 2007 Outback) and three top-25 national finishes (No. 13 in 
2004, No. 25 in 2006 and No. 12 in 2007). 


While with the Volunteers, Taylor coached Tennessee's first pair of single-season 
1,000-yard rushers in Gerald Riggs Jr. and Cedric Houston (2004) as well as future 
NFL All-Pro back Arian Foster. In addition, wideout Robert Meachem received All- 
America honors in 2006 under Taylor's tutelage and was a first-round pick by the 
New Orleans Saints in the 2007 NFL Draft. 


Prior to his stint in Knoxville, Taylor spent five seasons coaching the wide receivers 
at Tulane from 1999-2003. Among his pupils were four individuals - Adrian Burnette, 
Kerwin Cook, Terrell Harris and Roydell Williams - who went on to careers in the 
NFL. Williams closed his collegiate career as Conference USA's all-time leader in 
touchdown receptions with 35. 


Taylor served the 1998 season coaching the running backs at the University of 
New Mexico after spending five seasons (1993-97) coaching at Baylor, his alma 
mater. He began as a graduate assistant coach, working with the administration 
and the defensive backfield in 1993 and 1994, respectively, before later coaching 
the wide receivers (1995 and 1997) and defensive secondary (1996). 


Taylor lettered four seasons (1989-90-91-92) as a defensive back at Baylor and 
helped the Bears to the Copper Bowl in his final campaign, while graduating as 
the school's career leader in both kickoff returns (53) and return yardage (1,063). 
He graduated from Baylor with a bachelor's degree in communications in 1992. 


A native of Cuero, Texas, Taylor is married to the former Dr. Evi Crosby of Harbor 
City, Calif., and the couple has one daughter, Starr, and one son, Blaise. 
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ISHMAEL ARISTIDE 


ASSISTANT COACH (cB) 
SECOND SEASON AT DUKE 
PURDUE, 2013 


Ishmael Aristide joined the Blue Devil gridiron program in January 2022, and 
serves as an assistant coach. Aristide coaches Duke's cornerbacks. 


Aristide and Elko served on the defensive staff together at Texas A&M University 
from 2019-20, helping the Aggies to a two-year ledger of 17-6 and victories in the 
Academy Sports + Outdoors Texas Bowl and Capital One Orange Bowl. Aristide was a 
senior defensive analyst and secondary assistant during his time in College Station. 


In his first season in Durham, Aristide mentored Chandler Rivers to Freshman 
All-America honors after the Beaumont, Texas, native compiled 52 tackles, 2.0 
tackles for loss, 0.5 sack, one interception, six pass breakups, two quarterback 
pressures and one blocked kick during his rookie campaign. Aristide also helped in 
the development of Joshua Pickett who recorded 41 tackles, 1.0 tackle for loss, 1.0 
sack and a team-best seven pass breakups during his first year as a Duke starter. 


As a unit, Aristide’s group helped Duke rank first nationally in fumbles recovered 
(16), second in turnover margin (+1.23), ninth in turnovers gained (26), and 23rd 
in sacks (2.8). In addition, Duke's defensive back unit compiled 59 pass breakups 
to rank fourth in the ACC and were one of two schools in the conference with five 
players with six-plus pass breakups on the year. 


He came to Durham after a one-year stint on staff at the University of Miami, 
coaching the strikers and outside linebackers. The Hurricanes finished the 2021 
season with a 7-5 mark and an invitation to the Tony the Tiger Sun Bowl. Aristide 
mentored Amari Carter and Gilbert Frierson during his lone season. Carter finished 
third on the team with 45 tackles, three tackles for loss, one interception and 
two quarterback hurries, while Frierson chipped in with 41 tackles, 3.5 tackles 
for loss, and one sack. 


Prior to his time in Coral Gables, Aristide served two years with Elko at Texas 
A&M. During his time there, he worked with a defense that ranked No. 9 in FBS in 
total defense (317.3 yards per game) in 2020, leading the SEC in that category and 
ranking No. 4 among Power 5 schools. Texas A&M ended that season ranked No. 2 
in the country in rushing defense, allowing just 92 yards per game. 


Aristide's previous two seasons (2017-18) were spent at Mississippi University (Ole 
Miss) serving as the senior defensive analyst and secondary assistant. While in Ox- 
ford, he collaborated with co-defensive coordinator and safeties coach Jason Jones 
to help with the secondary, game planning, opponent scout, and film breakdown. 


His coaching career started at Auburn University in 2016, where he was a defensive 
graduate assistant coach. During that season, the Tigers finished with an 8-5 
overall mark, including an appearance in the Sugar Bowl. Auburn concluded the 
year ranked No. 11 nationally in red zone defense (.744) and 28th in total defense 
(361.9 yards per game), which was up from 7ist in 2015. 


A graduate of Purdue University with a bachelor's degree in technology leader- 
ship and innovation, Aristide was a three-year letterman at safety (2010-11) and 
wide receiver (2012) and was also a member of the track & field program, earn- 
ing three-time Big Ten Academic All-Conference honors. After graduating from 
college, he worked for Deloitte Consulting LLP from 2013-16 before joining the 
Tigers’ coaching staff. 
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HARLAND BOWER 


ASSISTANT COACH (DE) 
SECOND SEASON AT DUKE 
GEORGIA SOUTHERN, 2009 


Harland Bower joined the Blue Devil gridiron program in December 2021, and 
serves as an assistant coach, working primarily with the Duke defensive ends. 


Bower and Elko served on the defensive staff together for the 2021 season at Texas 
A&M University, where Bower was a defensive analyst for the Aggies during their 
8-4 season, including an invitation to participate in the Taxslayer Gator Bowl. The 
two also worked together at the University of Notre Dame for the 2017 season in 
which they helped the Irish defense rank in the top half nationally in four major 
defensive categories. Notre Dame went 14-11 during Bower's two seasons in South 
Bend, including a 21-17 win over LSU in the 2017 Citrus Bowl. 


In his first year in Durham, Bower mentored a trio of defensive ends in Vincent 
Anthony Jr. (28), R.J. Oben (20) and Michael Reese (28), who all finished with 
20-plus tackles on the year. In addition, Oben was third and fourth on the team 
in sacks (4.5) and tackles for loss (6.5), respectively, while leading the team in 
quarterback pressures with 10 in 2022. 


As a unit, Bower's group helped Duke rank first nationally in fumbles recovered 
(16), second in turnover margin (+1.23), ninth in turnovers gained (26), and 23rd 
in sacks (2.8). In addition, Duke's defensive unit ranked fourth in the ACC in rush- 
ing defense, allowing just 121.08 yards per outing, and held five-of-12 opponents 
to under 100 yards rushing for an average of just 3.73 yards per carry with eight 
rushing scores. 


Under Bower's guidance, Duke became the seventh team in program history to 
hold its opponents to less than 15 rushing scores in a single-season after allowing 
just 10 in 2022. 


Prior to his time in Durham and College Station, Bower spent three seasons (2018- 
20) as the defensive line coach at the University of South Alabama. While there, 
he mentored five to All-Sun Belt honors. 


In 2020, the Jaguars finished first in the Sun Belt in fourth down defense, holding 
opponents to just a 38.5 percent (10-for-26) conversation rate. Bower mentored 
senior defensive lineman and All-Sun Belt selection Jeremiah Littles that season 
to sixth on the team with 32 tackles, including 5.5 tackles for loss and a team- 
best 3.0 sacks. 


The previous season, he coached Jeffrey Whatley and Sean Brown to all-conference 
honors. Whatley ranked second in the league with 1.21 tackles for loss per game 
and finished with 14.5 on the year, which was the third-highest season total in 
school history. He also tied with teammate Rocel McWilliams for a team-high 4.5 
sacks. Brown ended up with career-high figures in 2019 after posting 28 tackles 
and three tackles behind the line of scrimmage. 


During his first year at South Alabama, Bower helped a trio of players in Tyree 
Turner, Jordan Beaton and Littles combine to register 20 tackles for loss, includ- 
ing 8.5 sacks, as the Jaguars finished among the top half of the Sun Belt in both 
categories. For those efforts both Turner and Beaton earned All-Sun Belt honors. 


Bower joined the Jaguars after a two-year stint as a defensive graduate assistant 
at Notre Dame. In his second year, Notre Dame finished 1ith in both national polls 
and improved at least 20 spots in the national rankings in rushing defense (72nd 
to 5ist), pass efficiency defense (79th to 46th), scoring defense (62nd to 3ist), 


third down defense (60th to 37th), turnovers gained (104th to 50th), sacks (117th 
to 82nd) and tackles for loss (102nd to 58th). 


Prior to his stop in South Bend, Bower served two years (2014-15) as the outside 
linebackers coach at the University of Central Arkansas. In his second season, he 
helped the Bears finish with a record of 7-4, including a 7-2 mark in the Southland 
Conference. During his time there, he mentored future All-American and First-Team 
All-Southland Conference selection George Odum and aided in the development 
of future first-team all-league honoree Chris Chambers. 


Bower also made one-year stops at Troy University (graduate assistant/defense) 
in 2013, Rutgers University (defensive quality control) in 2012, and Murray State 
University (assistant defensive line and assistant strength and conditioning) in 2011. 
His coaching career started at Georgia Military College in 2010, where he coached 
the outside linebackers and was an assistant strength and conditioning coach. 


A 2009 graduate of Georgia Southern University with a bachelor’s degree in 
general studies, Bower was a four-year letterman along the defensive line and 
was credited with 56 tackles. He began his collegiate playing career at Central 
Michigan University in 2005 but transferred to Georgia Southern where he was 
elected a team captain as a senior. 


Bower is married to the former Lauren Leigh Haines of Duluth, Ga., and they are 
the parents of daughters Savannah and Harper. 
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ZOHN BURDEN 


PASS GAME COORDINATOR 

ASSISTANT COACH (cB) 

SECOND SEASON AT DUKE 

VIRGINIA MILITARY INSTITUTE, 2006 


Zohn Burden joined the Blue Devil program in January 2022, and serves as the 
pass game coordinator. Burden also coaches Duke's wide receivers. 


In his first season in Durham, Burden mentored Jalon Calhoun to All-ACC honors 
after the Greenville, S.C., native accumulated a career and team-high 62 recep- 
tions for 873 yards (14.08) with four touchdowns. Calhoun’s receptions per game 
(4.77) and receiving yards per game (67.15) both ranked ninth in the ACC, while his 
receiving yards and receptions were tied for 14th and 19th, respectively, on Duke's 
single-season chart. Additionally, Burden assisted in the development of Jordan 
Moore, a converted quarterback who only started playing wide receiver during 
fall camp. Moore hauled in 60 receptions for 656 yards (10.93) and a team-leading 
five touchdowns during his first year as a starter. The pair became the 14th duo 
in Duke history to achieve 600-plus receiving yards in the same season and made 
Duke one of two ACC schools with two players with 650-plus receiving yards. 


Burden also worked closely with Sahmir Hagans and Eli Pancol, who tallied 400 
and 347 receieving yards, respectively, on the year. Hagans added five touchdowns, 
while Pancol registered a team-long 81-yard reception from quarterback Riley 
Leonard against Northwestern. 


In just one season as the pass game coordinator, Burden took the Blue Devils from 
last in the ACC in 2021 to seventh in 2022 in passing touchdowns. In addition, Duke 
also improved in pass efficiency (11th in 2021 to fifth in 2022). 


He came to Durham following a one-year stint as the wide receivers coach at the 
University of Maryland. During his time in College Park, Burden helped coach the 
Terrapins to a 7-6 record, including a 54-10 victory over Virginia Tech in the 2021 
New Era Pinstripe Bowl. 


In addition, he mentored two All-Big Ten selections and had six receivers register 
300-plus yards during his lone season. Wideout Rakim Jarrett led the team and 
finished ninth in the Big Ten in receiving yards with 829, while his 62 receptions 
and five receiving touchdowns placed him seventh and 10th in the conference, 
respectively. Burden also coached senior Dontay Demus Jr. before he suffered 
a season-ending injury. Demus Jr. had 28 receptions for 507 yards and three 
touchdowns in just five games and at the time of his injury he led the Big Ten and 
stood 11th in the country in receiving yards. 


Prior to that, Burden founded G.A.M.E. Academy in 2020, which provided football 
training to high school and middle school athletes in a safe environment during 
the COVID-19 pandemic. The organization also helped families and student-athletes 
navigate the recruiting process and provided tutoring for the SAT and ACT tests. 


Burden coached at Virginia Tech for five seasons (2015-19), serving the last four as 
the running backs coach. He also mentored the wide receivers for the 2015 season. 
The Hokies won 40 games in Burden'’s five seasons in Blacksburg, including an ACC 
Coastal Division title in 2016. He helped Virginia Tech appear in five consecutive 
bowl games and was instrumental in its recruiting efforts, helping put together 
three top-30 classes according to 247Sports.com. 


Virginia Tech averaged over 170 rushing yards per game in each of Burden’s four 
seasons as the Hokies running backs coach. In 2018, Burden oversaw the rushing 
quartet of running backs Steven Peoples, Deshawn McClease, Jalen Holsten and 
Terius Wheatley, a foursome that combined for 332 carries and 1,626 yards (4.9 
avg.) with 11 rushing touchdowns. 
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A record-setting collegiate receiver in his own right at Virginia Military Institute, 
Burden helped develop current Miami Dolphins wideout Isaiah Ford into Virginia 
Tech's first receiver to ever produce a 1,000-yard season in 2015 when he set a 
single-season school record with 1,164 yards, including a 12-catch, 227-yard effort 
in the Independence Bowl. 


Prior to Virginia Tech, Burden had two stints at Old Dominion University, the most 
recent as the Monarchs’ pass game and recruiting coordinator/wide receivers 
coach from 2012-14. While there, he groomed three 1,000-yard wideouts in Antonio 
Vaughan (2014), Larry Pinkard (2013) and Nick Mayers (2012). He also aided in the 
development of wide receivers Zach Pascal and Travis Fulgham, who are currently 
with the Philadelphia Eagles and Denver Broncos, respectively. 


Under Burden, Old Dominion was one of only 13 FBS schools in 2014 to have three 
players with 40 or more catches and one of 16 schools to have four players with 
30 or more receptions. Vaughan produced his best collegiate season with 63 
catches for a league-high 1,019 yards with his 12 touchdowns tying for fourth 
among all FCS programs. 


With Burden serving as passing game coordinator in 2013, Old Dominion ranked 
fourth in the FCS in scoring offense (42.3), fourth in passing offense (359.4) and 
seventh in total offense (519.0) as Pinkard led the squad with 68 catches for 
1,020 yards. 


He helped lead the most prolific FCS offense in 2012 as the Monarchs led the nation 
in scoring (45.2), total offense (548.2), passing offense (393.8) and touchdown 
passes (44). Old Dominion claimed the CAA title that year and advanced to the FCS 
NCAA quarterfinals. Under Burden’'s guidance, Mayers tied for second among FCS 
performers with a school-record 16 touchdown catches. He also set single-season 
school records with 79 catches for 1,233 yards earning All-America honors from 
College Sports Madness and Beyond Sports Network. 


In his one season at the University of Richmond in 2011, Burden developed wide 
receiver Tre Gray into a record-setting wideout. He earned Third Team All-America 
honors from the Associated Press after leading the Colonial Athletic Association 
and setting the Spiders’ single-season records with 95 receptions for 1,187 yards. 


During his first stop at Old Dominion from 2007-10, Burden served as the defensive 
backs coach, helping to build a roster from scratch. By the time the Monarchs got 
on the field in 2009, they produced a 9-2 mark, the best record for a first-year 
program in the modern era of college football. 


Burden began his coaching career in 2006 at Fork Union Military Academy, where 
he coached wide receivers and the secondary, while also serving as the passing 
game coordinator and recruiting liaison. While with the Blue Devils, he worked 
with eventual first-round NFL draft picks in defensive back Kareem Jackson and 
offensive tackle Anthony Castonzo. Jackson was selected by the Houston Texans 
with the No. 20 overall pick in the 2010 draft, while Castonzo was taken 22nd in 
the 2011 draft by the Indianapolis Colts. 


A native of Virginia Beach, Va., Burden was a three-time All-Big South wide receiver 
and four-year letterwinner at VMI from 2002-05, finishing his career with 162 
receptions for 2,101 yards (13.0 avg.) with 12 touchdowns. He graduated ranked 
second, second and third in school history in career receptions, touchdown recep- 
tions and receiving yards, respectively. Burden three times achieved 500-plus 
receiving yards in a single-season, including 742 yards on 58 catches during his 
senior season in 2005. 


He graduated from VMI with a bachelor’s degree in psychology in 2006. He and 
his wife Toren have four children in daughters Langston and Zaria, and sons Aaron 
and Zamir. 
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ADAM CUSHING 


RUN GAME COORDINATOR 
ASSISTANT COACH (0L) 
SECOND SEASON AT DUKE 
CHICAGO, 2002 


Adam Cushing joined the Blue Devil program in January 2021, and serves as the 
run game coordinator. Cushing also coaches Duke's offensive line. 


During his first season in Durham, Cushing mentored offensive tackle Graham 
Barton and center Jacob Monk to All-ACC honors. Barton also collected All-America 
accolades during his second year as a Blue Devil starter. The pair anchored an 
offensive line unit that ranked first in the ACC in sacks allowed (17) and tackles 
for loss allowed (51). They also helped create paths for four Blue Devils to rush 
for 400-plus yards, a first in program history. 


In just one season as the run game coordinator, Cushing helped Duke set a program 
record with 31 rushing scores while finishing with 2,394 rushing yards, which were 
the most since the 2015 season (2,508). In addition, Duke concluded the year 
second in the ACC in rushing touchdowns, third in rushing offense (184.15) and 
yards per rush (4.95) and fourth in rushing yards. 


He came to Durham after a three-year stint as the head coach at Eastern Illinois 
University. While with the Panthers, Cushing mentored 13 players to 16 All-Ohio 
Valley Conference honors, including three-time selection Jason Johnson. He also 
coached three All-Americans in Johnson, Chad Strickland, and JJ Ross. 


In 2021, the Panthers ranked No. 2 in FCS in fumbles recovered (14), 15th in kickoff 
return defense (16.44) and 28th in team tackles for loss per game (6.5). A year 
prior, Eastern Illinois finished second in kick return defense (10.31), ninth in blocked 
kicks (3), 22nd in punt returns (10.25) and 23rd in kick returns (23.00). During his 
first year as a head coach in 2019, Cushing's team led the country in fourth-down 
conversions (28), while ranking 22nd in fewest penalties per game (5.08) and 
30th in total defense (350.6). 


Prior to his tenure at Eastern Illinois, Cushing spent 15 seasons in a variety of 
roles at Northwestern University, including 10 as the offensive line coach. He 
also coached the superbacks (2007-08), tight ends and H-backs (2005-06) and 
served as a graduate assistant working with the offensive line (2004). From 
2008-11, Cushing had recruiting coordinators responsibilities as well, twice earn- 
ing national recognition as one of the Big Ten’s top recruiters (Rivals.com, 2007 
and ESPN.com, 2009). 


During his time in Evanston, Cushing helped the Wildcats to the Big Ten Conference 
West Division title in 2018. That season was capped by the team’s 31-20 win over 
No. 17 Utah in 2018 Holiday Bowl. In total, Cushing was on staff at Northwestern 
for 10 bowl games. 


While at the helm of the offensive line, his unit blocked for five 1,000-yard rushers, 
including one of the most productive running backs in program history in Justin 
Jackson. He became just the second player in Big Ten history to rush for 1,000 
yards in four-straight seasons, finishing his career as the program's all-time leader 
in rushing yards with 5,440. 


Cushing's group was also stout when it came to protecting quarterbacks. The of- 
fensive line blocked for Clayton Thorson, who finished his career setting program 
records for passing touchdowns (61), attempts (1,696) and completions (991). 
Thorson ranked second in total yards (11,139) as well. During the 2010 Outback 
Bowl, eventual fourth-round NFL Draft pick quarterback Mike Kafka posted a 
record-breaking offensive performance when he threw for a school-record 532 


yards. Northwestern also broke the NCAA record for offensive plays in a game 
(115) during that contest. 


In addition, Cushing mentored seven All-Big Ten offensive line selections and eight 
NFL offensive linemen, including right tackle Rashawn Slater, who would go on to 
be the No. 13 overall selection by the Los Angeles Chargers in the 2021 NFL Draft 
and a 2022 All-Pro Bowl choice as a rookie. 


As the Wildcats’ superbacks coach, Cushing guided Drake Dunsmore to Freshman 
All-Big Ten honors by The Sporting News in 2007. Dunsmore, who was selected in 
the seventh round of the 2012 NFL Draft by the Tampa Bay Buccaneers, ranked 
third on the team with 12.8 yards per catch among players with 10 or more catches, 
picking up 141 yards on 11 receptions. 


Cushing joined the Wildcats after spending two years as an assistant coach at 
the University of La Verne. He coached the tight ends in 2002 and the offensive 
line in 2003. 


Cushing was a three-year starter at tight end at the University of Chicago, where 
he was named a three-time All-University Athletic Association recipient (1999- 
2001). He helped the Maroons win UAA titles in 1998 and 2000 and was selected 
a team captain his senior year. He also graduated third in program history with 
72 career receptions. 


A native of Chicago, Cushing graduated with a bachelor's degree in psychology 
from Chicago in 2002. He then went on to earn his master’s degree in general 
education from La Verne in 2004. 


Cushing is married to the former Dr. Jaime Bissegger, of Naperville, Ill., and they 
are the parents of two daughters, Abigail and Dana, and son, Alexander. Cushing 
served as the lone FCS head coach on the Football Oversight Committee during 
his time at Eastern Illinois. 
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PATRICK DOUGHERTY 


SPECIAL TEAMS COORDINATOR 
ASSISTANT COACH (TE) 
SECOND SEASON AT DUKE 
OLD DOMINICAN, 2008 


Patrick Dougherty joined the Blue Devil gridiron program in January 2022, and 
serves as the special teams coordinator. Dougherty also coaches Duke's tight ends. 


Under Dougherty's guidance, Duke ranked first nationally in punt return average 
(19.92) and 21st in kickoff return defense (17.19). During his first year in Durham, 
he mentored return specialist Jalon Calhoun and punter Porter Wilson to All-ACC 
honors. Calhoun led the team with nine punt returns for 113 yards (12.6), while 
Wilson punted 46 times for 1,984 yards (43.13) and had 16 kicks downed inside 
the opponent 20-yard line against three touchbacks. Wilson posted the ninth-best 
single-season punting average in Duke history. Additionally, kick return specialist 
Jaylen Stinson concluded his junior campaign tied for second in the ACC in kickoff 
return yards (380) and third in kickoff returns (15). 


Dougherty also helped develop tight end Nicky Dalmolin during his first year as 
Duke's starter. The Cumming, Ga., native compiled 21 receptions for 170 yards (8.09) 
with four touchdowns before being sidelined by injury for the final three contests. 


Dougherty made his way to Durham after an eight-year stint at Ball State University, 
serving the last two as the assistant head coach, special teams coordinator and 
tight ends coach. He also served as the special teams coordinator and tight ends 
coach (2016-19) and the tight ends coach and recruiting coordinator (2014-15) 
during his time in Muncie. Dougherty was on staff for the 2012 season as well, 
working as a graduate assistant with a focus on the offensive line. 


Throughout his Ball State tenure, he coached the Cardinals in four bow! games, 
including a 34-13 victory over No. 19 San Jose State in the 2020 Offerpad Arizona 
Bowl. In addition, Dougherty coached six players to 10 All-Mid-American Conference 
honors, including three-time recipient in kick returner Malik Dunner (2017-19). 
Return specialist Justin Hall was also a two-time award winner, earning recognition 
in 2020 and 2021. Kicker Morgan Hagee saw success under Dougherty’s tutelage 
as well, setting the Ball State PAT record in 2018 (129) and finishing his Cardinal 
career ranked third in program history in points (282). 


In 2021, Dougherty mentored return specialist Hall, who broke the program record 
for career all-purpose yards with 5,359. The Douglasville, Ga., native was one of 
seven players in the country in 2021 to score a touchdown via rush, reception 
and kickoff return during the regular season. Ball State also finished the year 
bowl eligible for the second-straight season, making an appearance in the TaxAct 
Camellia Bowl. 


During his first year as the assistant head coach, he helped the Cardinals to their 
first MAC Championship since 1996 after they finished the year with a 7-1 overall 
mark and a final ranking of No. 23 in the Associated Press and Coaches Polls. His 
special teams unit ranked second in the MAC in kickoff average and registered 
a blocked field goal in the MAC Championship game and a blocked punt in the 
Arizona Bowl. 


Since taking over as special teams coordinator in 2016, Ball State has consistently 
ranked in the top half of the MAC in both kick and punt returns. The Cardinals led 
the conference in kickoff returns in 2017 and finished in the top three on two other 
occasions. The punt return unit has been stout as well, finishing in the top three 
of the MAC multiple times. 


Dougherty also made stops at Northwestern University (2013) as the defensive 
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quality control coach, and Lindsey Wilson College (2010-11) as the special teams 
coordinator and linebackers coach. His coaching career started at Defiance College 
in 2008, where he coached the defensive line for two seasons. 


A 2008 graduate of Ohio Dominican College with a bachelor's degree in business 
management, Dougherty was a four-year letterman and two-year starter at line- 
backer for the Panthers, earning three-time academic all-conference accolades 
during his tenure. He went on to earn a master's degree in sports science from 
Defiance in 2010. 


Dougherty is married to the former Emma Lebovitz of Cleveland, Ohio, and they 
are the parents of one son, Griffin.

Xavier Garcias joined the Duke coaching staff in March 2023, and serves 
as a graduate assistant coach working primarily with the defensive line. 


Prior to his time in Durham, Garcias spent one season (2022) on staff at 
Southern Methodist University as a defensive graduate assistant working 
with the defensive line. While with the Mustangs, Garcias mentored de- 
fensive tackle Elijah Chatman to All-American Athletic Conference honors. 


Before joining the SMU staff, he spent two years (2020-21) as a defensive 
graduate assistant coach at Temple University. While in Philadelphia, 
Garcias helped coach a productive defensive line which included second 
team AIl-AAC defensive end Arnold Ebiketie. 


For the 2018 and 2019 seasons, Garcia spent time at Angelo State Uni- 
versity and the University of Central Oklahoma, respectively, serving as 
a defensive line graduate assistant. While with the Rams, Garcias helped 
mentor Harlon Hill Trophy finalist and Gene Upshaw Award winner Markus 
Jones.

Barton and center Jacob Monk to All-ACC honors. The pair anchored an 
offensive line unit that ranked first in the ACC in sacks allowed (17) and 
tackles for loss allowed (51). They also helped create paths for four Blue 
Devils to rush for 400-plus yards, a first in program history. 


Prior to coming to Durham, Shively spent three seasons (2019-21) on staff 
at Temple University as a graduate assistant coach working with the of- 
fensive line. While with the Owls, Shively mentored three to All-American 
Athletic Conference honors, including All-American Matt Hennessy, who 
was selected by the Atlanta Falcons in the third round of the 2020 NFL 
Draft. 


Before joining the Temple staff, he was a four-year letterwinner and three- 
year starter at center for Northern Illinois University from 2015-18. During 
his time in Dekalb, Ill., Shively helped the Huskies register 29 wins and 
earn appearances in the 2015 San Diego County Credit Union Poinsettia 
Bowl, 2017 Quick Lane Bowl, and 2018 Cheribundi Boca Raton Bowl.

Shuster came to Durham after a two-year stint (2021-22) at Old Dominion 
University as an offensive graduate assistant. While in Norfolk, Va., Shuster 
worked closely with the quarterbacks and offensive line, helping mentor 
offensive lineman Nick Saldiveri to All-Sun Belt Conference honors. Saldiv- 
eri later went on to be selected as the No. 103 overall pick in the fourth 
round of the 2022 NFL Draft by the New Orleans Saints. 


Before joining the Monarch’s staff, he was a four-year member of the 
football program at Penn State University from 2016-19. During his time 
in State College, Shuster helped the Nittany Lions to a 42-11 ledger, includ- 
ing a 2016 Big Ten Championship and wins in the Fiesta (2017) and Cotton 
Bowls (2019). In addition, he was tabbed a three-time Academic All-Big 
Ten selection during his tenure. 


A native of Camp Hill, Pa., Shuster graduated from Penn State with a 
bachelor’s degree in finance in 2020. He also obtained his master’s degree 
in sport management from Old Dominion in May 2023.

Alex Garwig joined the Duke coaching staff in March 2023, and serves as 
a senior analyst working primarily with the safeties. 


Garwig came to Durham after a one-year stint at Texas A&M University as 
the defensive analyst. While in College Station, Garwig worked closely with 
Aggies’ co-defensive coordinator and current Duke defensive coordinator 
Tyler Santucci. He assisted with game-planning and positional development 
during his short stint with the Aggies. 


Prior to Texas A&M, Garwig spent two seasons (2020-21) at the University 
of Mississippi as a senior defensive analyst. During his time in Oxford, 
Ole Miss posted an overall record of 15-8, including an appearance in the 
2021 Super Bowl. 


Before that, Garwig served as a defensive graduate assistant at the 
University of Massachusetts for the 2019 season. In his short tenure with 
the Minutemen, Garwig worked primary with the nickelbacks and sam 
linebackers. 
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Garwig got his coaching start as a defensive graduate assistant for three 
seasons (2016-18) at the University of Maryland. In 2018, he helped men- 
tor defensive back Antoine Brooks Jr., to All-Big Ten recognition, after 
the Lanham, Md., native led the conference and was ninth in the country, 
averaging 5.8 solo tackles per game. He finished his final season with 
the Terrapins recording a team-high 87 tackles, 8.5 tackles for loss and 
five pass breakups. Brooks Jr., later went on to be selected as the 198th 
pick in the sixth round of the 2020 NFL Draft by the Pittsburgh Steelers. 


Garwig graduated from the University of Michigan in 2015 with a bachelor’s 
degree in sports management. While working toward his degree, Garwig 
served as a defensive coaching intern, the head student manager and 
player personnel intern for the football program. He also obtained his 
master’s degree in professional studies from Maryland in 2018. 


RICH SKROSKY 


SENIOR ANALYST (OFFENSE) 
SECOND SEASON AT DUKE 
RAMAPO, 1983 


Rich Skrosky joined the Duke coaching staff in January 2022, and serves 
as a senior analyst working primarily with the running backs. 


Skrosky has over 35 years of coaching experience, including 28 as an 
offensive coordinator or head coach. During his coaching tenure, he has 
participated in six bowl games (2012 Beef O'Brady’s Bowl, 2013 GoDaddy 
Bowl, 2017 Gasparilla Bowl, 2018 Bahamas Bowl Champ, 2019 Camellia 
Bowl and 2022 Military Bowl), mentored three NFL Draft picks (Alex 
McGough, James Morgan, and Keith Wenning) and won two conference 
titles (Northeast Conference - 1996 and 1998). In addition, Skrosky has 
coached 96 all-league selections. 


In his first season in Durham, Skrosky helped mentor a trio of running backs 
in Jaylen Coleman, Jaquez Moore and Jordan Waters. Duke finished the 
season tied for second in the ACC in rushing touchdowns (31), third in rush- 
ing offense (184.15), and fourth in rushing yards (2,394). The threesome, 
along with quarterback Riley Leonard, formed the first quartet in Duke 
history to post 400-plus rushing yards in a single-season. The grouping 
also became the first foursome in Blue Devil history to compile four-plus 
rushing touchdowns in a single-season. 


He came to Durham, after a four-year stint (2017-20) as the offensive 
coordinator and quarterbacks coach at Florida International University. 
While there, he helped the Panthers to three consecutive bowl appearances 
and mentored two NFL Draft picks in quarterbacks McGough and Morgan. 
During the 2018 draft, McGough was taken by the Seattle Seahawks in the 
seventh round, while Morgan was selected by the New York Jets in the 
fourth round of the 2020 draft. 


Under Skrosky’s guidance, McGough broke FIU's program record for passing 
yards in a single season (2,798) and passing percentage (65.4) in 2017. 
The following year, Morgan broke the season record for most touchdown 
passes (26) and passing efficiency (157.6). 
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As a team, the Panthers posted the top two season marks in program 
history in passing yards (3,194 in 2018 and 3,031 in 2017) and completion 
percentage (65.5 percent in 2018 and 65.4 percent in 2017). In addition, the 
team recorded the most points (450) and total yards (5,480) in a single- 
season in 2018. FIU also ranked first nationally in red zone offense and third 
in red zone touchdowns in 2017, while finishing first in Conference-USA 
and 16th nationally in third down conversions in 2018. 


Prior to his time at FIU, Skrosky spent three seasons (2014-16) as the head 
coach at Elon University and guided the Phoenix program as they made 
the move to the Colonial Athletic Association (CAA) in 2014. This was his 
second stint at Elon, as he also served as the team’s offensive coordina- 
tor and quarterbacks coach (2009-10) as well as the offensive line coach 
(2006-08) a few years prior. 


During his time with the Phoenix, Skrosky coached the team to the most 
total yards (5,099 in 2009) and highest average yards per game (435.2 
in 2010) in a single-season in school history. He also coached Elon to its 
first-ever FCS Playoff appearance during the 2009 season. 


Under his guidance, Skrosky helped develop 22 all-conference selections 
and three All-Americans, in wide receivers Terrell Hudgins and Aaron Mel- 
lette as well as quarterback Scott Riddle. Hudgins amassed career 5,250 
receiving yards on 395 receptions, both of which were NCAA Division | 
records. The wideout established 19 records, 10 of which were NCAA marks 
and was the first NCAA Division | player to post four 1,000-yard receiving 
seasons. Mellette posted 4,254 career receiving yards on 304 receptions 
and set a program mark for receptions in a game with 18 against Richmond 
in 2010. Riddle passed for 13,264 career yards, the most ever by an Elon 
or SoCon player, and set a total of 41 NCAA, SoCon or Elon records. 


In between stints at Elon, Skrosky spent three years (2011-13) as the of- 
fensive coordinator and quarterbacks coach at Ball State University. While 
there, he was twice named a nominee for the Broyles Award (2012 and 
2013), which is an honor that is presented to the nation’s top assistant 
coach. Skrosky helped guide the Cardinals to consecutive bowl game 
appearances in 2012 and 2013, while mentoring 16 All-MAC selections, 
including NFL Draft pick Wenning. The quarterback was taken in the sixth 
round of the 2014 NFL Draft by the Baltimore Ravens. 


During his time with the Cardinals, Skrosky’s offense compiled the top 
two best seasons in both total offense and scoring offense. Ball State set 
a program mark of 457 yards of total offense in 2012 before breaking it 
a year later with 486 in 2013. The Cardinals did the same thing with their 
scoring offense, setting a school record with 36.4 in 2012 before surpassing 
that with 40.1 in 2013. The team’s 63 touchdowns in 2013 were also the 
most scored by a Ball State team in program history. 


Before his first stop at Elon, Skrosky spent five years (2001-05) serving 
as the offensive coordinator and offensive line coach at Columbia Univer- 
sity. Prior to that, he spent eight seasons (1993-2000) as the offensive 
coordinator and offensive line coach at Monmouth University, where he 
helped the squad capture two NEC titles in 1996 and 1998. 


Skrosky was the head coach at his alma mater Ramapo College during 
the 1992 campaign after serving as the program's offensive coordinator, 


offensive line, and tight ends coach during the 1990 and 1991 seasons. 


He also turned in stints as a graduate student, working primarily with the 


tight ends, at Rutgers University for two seasons (1988-89) and as the 
assistant head coach, defensive coordinator, and defensive backs coach 
at Lodi (N.J.) High School for three seasons (1985-87). Skrosky earned 
his coaching start as the defensive backs coach at St. Peter's Prep High 
School in Jersey City, N.J., in 1984. 


Skrosky was a letterwinner at safety for Ramapo before earning his 
bachelor’s degree in political science in 1983. 


He is married to the former Suzanne Quentz of Towaco, N.J. 


STEPHEN BARNETTE 


ANALYST (OFFENSE) 
FIRST SEASON AT DUKE 
RICHMOND, 2014 


Stephen Barnette joined the Duke coaching staff in March 2023, and 
serves as an analyst working primarily with the wide receiver's. 


Barnette came to Durham after spending the 2022 season with the Uni- 
versity of New Hampshire as the wide receiver's coach. During his lone 
season, Barnette helped the Wildcats to a CAA Championship after the 
team posted a 9-4 overall record. He mentored a wide receiver's group that 
accounted for 22 of the team's 27 touchdowns throughout the year. The 
wideouts were the highest rated run-blocking receiver group in the CAA 
per Pro Football Focus. Individually, Barnette had a hand in the develop- 
ment of freshman wide receiver DJ Linkins, who broke New Hampshire's 
freshman receiving touchdown record with five. 


Prior to that, Barnette worked as the offensive quality control and assistant 
wide receiver's coach for two seasons (2020-21) at Towson University. 
While with the Tigers, Barnette coached wide receiver Caleb Smith to All- 
CAA honors after the Albany, N-Y., native finished the 2021 season with 
52 receptions for 614 yards and five touchdowns. 


Barnette started his coaching career at Fork Union Military Academy, where 
he spent two seasons (2018-19) as the passing game coordinator. During 
his time there, he coached the wide receiver's, cornerbacks and safeties 
and helped lead the Blue Devils to the program's first undefeated season 
in 2018. He worked closely with Broc Thompson, Antwane Wells and Millard 
Bradford, who all continued their collegiate careers at the Power 5 level. 


Barnette was a five-year letterwinner (2010-14) and three-year starter at 
wide receiver for the University of Richmond. He was a two-time All-CAA 
recipient (2012-13) and finished his career with 197 receptions for 2,844 
yards (14.43) with 17 touchdowns. During his junior season, Barnette led 
the CAA in receiving yards (1,189) and was tied for the conference lead 
in receptions (76). His receiving yards in 2013 set Richmond's all-time 
single-season mark. He added nine 100-plus yard receiving games, includ- 
ing a career-high receptions for 174 yards against Gardner-Webb in 2013. 
He graduated ranked second all-time in career receiving yards, third in 
touchdown receptions and fourth in receptions. 


Barnette graduated from Richmond with a bachelor’s degree in sociology 


in 2014. 
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KEITH LARSON 


ANALYST (SPECIAL TEAMS) 
SECOND SEASON AT DUKE 
VALPARAISO, 2009 


Keith Larson joined the Duke coaching staff in May 2022, and serves as 
an analyst working primarily with special teams. 


During his first year with the Blue Devils, Larson helped mentor Porter 
Wilson to All-ACC honors after posting the ninth-highest single-season 
average in Duke history. In addition, Larson also mentored kickers Charlie 
Ham and Todd Pelino, who combined to convert on 12-of-15 field goals 
and 52-of-52 PAT attempts in 2022. 


Larson came to Durham after spending three years (2019-21) at Bucknell 
University as the special teams coordinator and defensive backs coach. 
He also served time as the Bisons’ wide receivers coach. 


While in Lewisburg, Pa., Larson mentored receiver Brandon Sanders to 
two-time First Team All-Patriot League honors. Sanders held the school 
record for receptions in a single game with 14 in 2019 and was one of 
just 10 to make at least 100 catches throughout the course of their Bison 
career. Larson also had a hand in the development of return specialist 
Jared Cooper, who garnered First Team All-Patriot League accolades in 
the spring of 2021. 


Prior to that, Larson worked as the special teams coordinator (2018) and 
defensive backs coach (2016-18) for three seasons at Rensselaer Polytech- 
nic Institute (RPI). Over the course of his final two seasons in Troy, NY., 
the Engineers went a combined 18-5, won two Liberty League titles and 
qualified for back-to-back NCAA Division III Championships. In 2018, RPI 
advanced to the NCAA quarterfinals for the second time in program history. 


Before his time at RPI, Larson worked as a graduate assistant coach at 
Robert Morris University (Ill.), now known as Roosevelt University, for 
two seasons (2014-15). While there, he worked closely with the defensive 
backs and the defensive coordinator. 


Larson was a three-year letterwinner (2011-13) at safety for Valparaiso 
University. He also served as the special teams captain. Larson graduated 
with a degree in business management in 2014. He added a master’s degree 
in sports administration from Robert Morris in 2015. 
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ZACH SPARBER 


ANALYST (DEFENSE) 
THIRD SEASON AT DUKE 
BROWN, 2015 


Zach Sparber joined the Duke coaching staff in February 2021, and serves 
as an analyst working primarily with the linebackers. He was elevated 
to his current role after spending two seasons on staff as a defensive 
graduate assistant coach. 


For the second consecutive season, Sparber worked with All-ACC linebacker 
Shaka Heyward, who closed his Duke career tied for eighth in program 
history in career fumble recoveries (five), 12th in career tackles for loss 
(32.5), 13th in career tackles (339), and tied for 14th in career sacks (11.5). 
Heyward represented Duke at the East-West Shrine Bowl, was invited to 
the 2023 NFL Scouting Combine and signed a free agent contract with 
the NFL's Cincinnati Bengals in May 2023. 


Additionally, Sparber helped develop Cam Dillon during his first year in 
Durham. Dillon finished fourth on the team in tackles with 61 and added 5.0 
tackles for loss, 3.0 sacks, one fumble recovery and two forced fumbles. 


In 2021, Sparber mentored Heyward to his first All-ACC honors after leading 
the team and ranking fifth in the ACC with 98 tackles. 


Prior to arriving in Durham, Sparber spent three seasons (2018-20) as a 
graduate assistant coach at Virginia Tech, working under defensive co- 
ordinator Bud Foster. While with the Hokies, Sparber helped the program 
win 19 games and make two bowl game appearances at the 2018 Military 
Bowl and the 2019 Belk Bowl. 


Before arriving in Blacksburg, Sparber spent the 2017 season as an offen- 
sive line coach, recruiting coordinator, assistant strength and conditioning 
coach at Bergen Catholic High School in Oradell, N.J. During his one season 
with the program, the Crusaders finished with a record of 10-2, claimed the 
Group IV State Championship and were a top-25 team nationally, including 
a No. 1 ranking in the state of New Jersey. All five of Bergen Catholic’s of- 
fensive linemen went on to play college football, including all-state tackle 
Bryan Felter, who is currently Rutger’s starting guard. 


In 2016, Sparber served as a defensive line coach at Stonehill College. 
While on staff, Sparber’s defensive unit led the Northeast-10 in fewest 
rushing yards allowed. 


Sparber was a four-year letterwinner at Brown University, earning Second 
Team All-Ivy League honors as a senior. He was also awarded the Lawrence 
Rubida “Iron Man” Award and “Bill Perry” Defensive Lineman Award during 
his tenure as a Bear. 


Sparber graduated from Brown in December 2015, with a degree in 
business entrepreneurship and organization. He also earned a master's 
degree in education from Virginia Tech in 2020 and management studies 
from Duke in 2022. 


Sparber is married to the former Alli Komrower. 
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TANNER COTMAN 


QUALITY CONTROL COORDINATOR (DEFENSE) 
SECOND SEASON AT DUKE 
OLD DOMINION, 2016 


Tanner Cotman joined the Duke coaching staff in February 2022, and 
serves as a defensive quality control coach working primarily with the 
cornerbacks. 


In his first season with the Blue Devils, Cotman helped mentored Chandler 
Rivers to Freshman All-America honors after the Beaumont, Texas, native 
compiled 52 tackles, 2.0 tackles for loss, 0.5 sacks, one interception, six 
pass breakups, two quarterback pressures and one blocked kick during 
his rookie campaign. Cotman also helped in the development of Joshua 
Pickett who recorded 41 tackles, 1.0 tackles for loss, 1.0 sacks and a 
team-best seven pass breakups during his first year as a Duke starter. 


Cotman came to Durham after spending the 2021 season as the safeties 
coach and video coordinator at Norfolk State University. Working under 
first-year head coach Dawson Odums, Cotman helped the Spartans to a 6-5 
ledger last season. He also mentored Stuart Anderson Jr. to Third Team 
All-MEAC honors after the Mathews, Va., native recorded 38 tackles, 1.5 
tackle for loss, two interceptions and one pass breakup. 


Prior to that, Cotman spent the 2020 season as a defensive graduate as- 
sistant at Eastern Michigan University, working primarily with the safeties. 


Before joining the Eagles’ staff, Cotman spent seven years (2013-19) work- 
ing at his alma mater Old Dominion University, first as a student assistant 
(2013-16) and then as a graduate assistant (2017-19). His time with the 
Monarchs was focused on the defensive side of the ball, primarily with 
safeties and linebackers. 


Cotman helped the Monarchs in 2019 improve from a defensive ranking 
of 118 to 45, and mentored linebacker Lawrence Garner to Second Team 
All-Conference USA honors after he finished second in the league with 
9.2 tackles per game. 


In 2016, Cotman was on staff when the Monarchs ended the year with a 10-3 
record, including an appearance in the program’s first bowl game - a 24-20 
victory over Eastern Michigan University in the Popeyes Bahamas Bowl. 


Cotman graduated from Old Dominion in 2016 with a bachelor’s degree in 
physical education. He later added a master’s degree in coaching educa- 
tion from the University in 2020.

QUALITY CONTROL COORDINATOR (OFFENSE) 
SECOND SEASON AT DUKE 
GEORGIA SOUTHERN, 2016 


Nicholas Sewak joined the Duke coaching staff in January 2022, and 
serves as a offensive quality control coach, working primarily with the 
tight ends. Sewak also worked with the quarterbacks (2022) during his 
time in Durham. 


In his opening year with the Blue Devils, Sewak helped mentor quarterback 
Riley Leonard to All-ACC honors. Leonard completed 250-of-392 (.638) 
passes for 2,967 yards with 20 touchdowns, while leading the team in rush- 
ing with 699 yards on 124 carries (5.64) and 13 touchdowns during his first 
season as Duke's starter. In the ACC, Leonard ranked third in total offensive 
yards per game (282.00), third in pass attempts, third in pass completions, 
third in total points responsible for, tied for third in scoring, fourth in pass 
completion percentage, fourth in passing yards per game (228.23), fifth 
in touchdowns passes, and fifth in passing efficiency. In addition, he set 
school single-season records for touchdowns responsible for (33), most 
games with one-plus touchdown pass (12), touchdown-to-interception ratio 
(3.33-1), and pass completion-to-interception ratio (41.67-1). 


Sewak came to Durham after spending the 2021 season as an offensive 
graduate assistant at the University of Memphis. Working under offensive 
coordinator and current Duke offensive coordinator Kevin Johns, Sewak 
helped the Tigers finished last season ranked second in the AAC in passing 
offense (298.8), third in offensive yards (435.8), third in first downs (22.5), 
and third in third down conversion percentage (71-of-174 for 40.8 percent). 


Prior to that, Sewak spent two seasons (2019-20) as an offensive gradu- 
ate assistant at the University of Tennessee, working primarily with the 
offensive line. 


Sewak began his coaching career at the University of North Carolina Char- 
lotte as an offensive graduate assistant for the 2017 and 2018 seasons. 
During his time there, he worked with the offensive line, tight ends, and 
special teams units. 


A native of Statesboro, Ga., Sewak lettered one season as a long snapper 
for the Georgia Southern University football program. He was a three-time 
Sun Belt Conference Commissioner's List (3.5 GPA or higher) selection and 
earned Dean's List or President's List honors each semester. 


Sewak graduated from Georgia Southern in 2016 with a bachelor's degree 
in sports management. He later added a master’s in higher education 
administration from the University in 2017. His father, Mike, served as 
the head coach at Georgia Southern from 2002-05 and helped guide the 
Eagles to a Southern Conference Championship in 2002 and 2004 and was 
also named the SoCon Coach of the Year in 2004.

The Blue Devils’ famed “Iron Dukes,” with co-captains Dan Hill and Eric Tipton leading 
the way, entered the Rose Bowl having completed the regular season unbeaten, untied and 
unscored upon, but Southern Cal ruined that perfect season in the final minute of Duke's 
first bowl appearance. 

Coach Wallace Wade said, “I hated to see the boys lose it when they played such a 
great game. We did well as long as they used only two teams, but when they put in those 
third and fourth teams, they were too much for us.” 

But Duke probably won more national fans that day than it would have had it won. Bill 
Stern’s NBC radio broadcast went into homes here and abroad and millions of fans mourned 
with the Blue Devil faithful. 

The game itself rocked back and forth for three quarters, mostly a punting duel between 
Granny Lansdell and Mickey Anderson of the Trojans and Tipton of the Blue Devils. 

Late in the third quarter, Lansdell booted one to George McAfee who returned it 28 yards 
to the Trojan 42, and two plays later, McAfee took a pass from Tipton and went to the USC 25. 

After Roger Robinson, Tipton and Robert O'Mara had picked up eight yards in three 
rushes, Tony Ruffa booted a field goal and Duke led, 3-0, with just a minute played in the 
fourth quarter. 

With seven minutes remaining in the game, a Duke fumble gave the Trojans the ball 
on the Blue Devil 10-yard line, but three plays later they were back at the 15-yard line and 
then missed a 24-yard field goal attempt. 

It looked like Duke had it, but with two minutes to go and the Trojans on the Duke 
39, coach Howard Jones sent in Doyle Nave, their number four quarterback. He simply 
completed three straight passes to Al Krueger, their number two left end, with the clincher 
coming from the 15-yard line. 

But the game was not over. On the very last play, Tipton threw a forward pass to 
McAfee who went 17 yards to the Duke 40-yard line where the final Trojan caught him. 

USC’s winning touchdown ended Duke's defensive domination after the Blue Devils 
had held opponents scoreless in the previous nine games. 

Anthony J. McKevlin, sports editor of the Raleigh News & Observer, reported that 
“the fans who jammed the huge Rose Bowl got more than they expected. They were treated 
to a football battle worthy of the setting. Long will they talk about this game, and always 
the talk of the great play of the Blue Devils will be words of praise.” 

The Duke starting lineup included Bolo Perdue (left end), Frank Ribar (left tackle), 
Fred Yorke (left guard), Hill (center), Allen Johnson (right guard), Bob Haas (right tackle), 
Bill Bailey (right end), Bob Spangler (quarterback), Willard Eaves (left halfback), Tipton 
(right halfback) and O'Mara (fullback). 

The Blue Devils became one of just three teams since 1920 to go through the regular 
season unbeaten, untied and unscored upon, joining Colgate in 1932 and Tennessee in 1939. 


The 1942 Rose Bowl game is like no other in the history of this famous contest. Large 
crowds had been banned on the West Coast due to the Japanese bombing of Pearl Harbor, 
and bowl officials accepted an offer from Duke to host the game in Durham, making this the 
only time the game has ever been played outside of Pasadena. 

Often called the most hectic week in Durham's history, the final days leading to the 
transplanted 1942 Rose Bowl only served as a prelude to what transpired on the field of play. 
Not even a steady rain that chilled the 56,000 spectators at Duke Stadium could detract 
from a marvelously contested affair between the Southern Conference champion Blue Devils 
and the invaders from Oregon State. 

Coach Wallace Wade's team, during a 9-0 regular season, averaged 34.5 points a 
game and scored at least 50 three times, making Duke the second-highest scoring club in 
the country. 

The Blue Devils promptly fumbled away the opening kickoff to their guests. That play 
certainly set the tone for the rest of the afternoon. 

The Beavers’ first scoring march started on their own 49 and proceeded to inside the 
Duke 20 before it ran into a snag at the 15. It was third down and eight to go and everyone 
in the stadium knew it was a passing down except Don Durdan. He took the toss from center 
and dropped back a few feet as if to pass. Duke's onrushing linemen stormed in but were 
caught by surprise when Durdan took off running around the right and crossed the goal line 
without being touched. 

Steve Lach scored Duke's first touchdown, scampering into the end zone ona reverse 
from four yards out. Durham's own Bob Gantt converted the extra point to tie the score at 
TT. 

The third period featured three touchdowns. The first one was the direct result of two 
big plays, with Gene Gray carrying the ball 24 yards from his own 45 to Duke's 31. After a 
four-yard running play and an offsides penalty, left halfback Bob Dethman shot a pass to 
left end George Zellick for the touchdown. 

Duke struck back only two minutes later. Lach turned in the key yardage by bolting 39 
yards on another reverse to put the ball at the Beaver 25. After a Lach run and a penalty, 
Winston Siegfried plunged in with no difficulty from the one-yard line and Tommy Prothro 
booted an extra point to tie the score again. 

Just three plays after taking the Duke kickoff, Dethman rifled a 68-yard touchdown 
pass to Gray to give Oregon State the lead for good. 

Duke added a safety in the fourth quarter when Durdan was swarmed by five Duke 
players ona bad snap from center. Duke threatened offensively throughout the final period, 
three times advancing inside the Oregon State 40 and once to the 20 before George Peters 
intercepted a pass. The game ended with Dethman intercepting a Blue Devil pass, with the 
score 20-16.

In a game that sportswriter Grantland Rice called, “one of the greatest thrillers of 
all time,” the Blue Devils were forced to come from behind twice in the Sugar Bowl. 

Despite its 5-4 record, Duke again was cast in the favorite’s role. After a 61-7 crunching 
of Richmond in the season opener, Duke lost in succession to Pennsylvania, North Carolina 
Pre-Flight, Navy and Army. The Blue Devils had gained much prestige with their showings 
against the service academies, and Duke was the only team to hold a lead on Army all season. 

Duke's explosive offense, nicknamed the “Whiz Kids” for its speed and wide-open 
style of play, was led by running backs Tom Davis and George Clark as Davis picked up 105 
yards on 27 carries and Clark 122 on 14 with each adding two touchdowns. 

As expected, Duke head coach Eddie Cameron's charges started the game with a 
flurry, scoring the first touchdown just 2:25 into the contest. It took only four plays for the 
Blue Devils to cross the goal line. Clark returned the opening kickoff and then ran around 
left end on the first play for a gain of 52 yards. Three plays later, Clark scrambled for the 
touchdown with a PAT success from Harold Raether. 

Alabama, led by quarterback Harry Gilmer, who completed all seven of his passes 
for 123 yards, came back with three straight scores for a 19-7 lead. 

It was now time for a Duke comeback, and Cameron decided to try the passing attack. 
He installed Cliff Lewis and he promptly engineered a 63-yard scoring drive. Lewis pitched 
once to Raether for 13 yards, then to Gordon Carver for 15. Next, Lewis ran around the 
right side for 26 yards to the 1-yard line. Davis scored the touchdown and made it a 19-13 
halftime deficit. 

Duke returned to its more traditional power tactics after the break with Davis carrying 
the ball on 11 of the 12 plays of the first drive of the second half. He capped the 64-yard 
drive with a one-yard scoring plunge, putting Duke back ahead 20-19. 

The Blue Devils started a fourth quarter drive at the Tide 44-yard line when Lewis, 
looking to pass to Carver, threw wildly and was intercepted by Alabama's Hugh Morrow who 
ran it back 78 yards for a score. Then he hit the extra point to make it 26-20. 

Alabama took possession with just under three minutes to play and elected to take a 
safety on first down to avoid any gambles ona bad pass from center. The result was disastrous 
as Clark took the ensuing free kick and brought it all the way back to the Alabama 39. 

Jim LaRue followed with a 19-yard gain on a reverse to set the stage for a dramatic, 
game-winning 20-yard run by Clark for the 29-26 final score. The score was not ultimately 
settled until the final play when Carver pulled down an Alabama receiver on the 25-yard 
line as the clock expired. 

The Duke offense rolled up 373 yards on the ground while the Blue Devil defensive 
unit limited the Crimson Tide to just 244 yards of total offense. 


Seeing their first bowl action in 10 years, the Blue Devils, champions of the Atlantic 
Coast Conference, represented the league in the Orange Bowl and came away with an 
impressive 34-7 win over Nebraska. 

It was Duke's rushing game that proved too tough for the Cornhuskers as the Blue 
Devils tallied 297 yards to Nebraska's 87. Duke gained 379 total yards to the slim 114-yard 
attack that Nebraska mounted. 

After a scoreless first quarter, Duke unleashed a relentless offensive attack. On the 
first possession of the second quarter, captain Jerry Barger directed Duke 65 yards to its 
first score. The senior quarterback hit end Sonny Sorrell with a 18-yard pass for the biggest 
gainer of the drive. Left halfback Bob Pascal had a 16-yard run in the series and climaxed 
the march with a six-yard jaunt around the end untouched. Jim Nelson's extra point made 
it 7-0 with 11 minutes to play in the first half. 

Later in the quarter, Nebraska's number two quarterback, Don Erway, tried to pass 
from his own 20-yard line. Duke fullback Bryant Aldridge intercepted downfield and returned 
the ball to the 21, and three plays later the Blue Devils were on top 14-0. Jerry Kocourek 
scored on a pefect two-yard pass from Barger just 28 seconds before halftime. 

“That intercepted pass gave us that second touchdown and put us on the ice,” said 
head coach Bill Murray. “Nebraska had a good, tough team. But we got the big break. 
Nebraska gave us the big chance with that pass and we took advantage of it.” 

After Nebraska made it 14-7 in the third quarter, Duke took the next kickoff and drove 
65 yards in eight plays, the last of which was a 17-yard pass from Barger to Sorrell for the 
touchdown to put Duke up 20-7. 

On the Blue Devils’ next possession, following a Nick McKeithan interception and 
25-yard return, McKeithan got the score on a one-yard buck through the line, putting Duke 
on top 27-7. 

The Blue Devils ended the scoring the very next time they got the ball on a 10-play, 
51-yard drive with a Sam Eberdt three-yard run to the end zone. 

Many of the record 68,750 spectators started leaving the stands when Duke made it 
27-7. That was of little concern to Murray, however, as he completely cleared his bench and 
allowed all 36 players who dressed for the game to play in it. 

“| knew we'd have to play our best to stand a chance of beating Duke,” said Nebraska 
head coach Bill Glasford. “But we came up with a stinking performance and got spanked. 
That Duke line outcharged us. Those linemen were on top of our ball carriers before they 
got started.”

Duke found its return trip to the Orange Bowl a little sour in 1958. 

First of all, 1957 marked the last year that the ACC would send its champion to the 
Orange Bowl, and Duke earned the trip as league leader N.C. State was on NCAA probation. 
The Blue Devils were paired against highly-favored and fourth-ranked Oklahoma. 

Duke, which started out the 1957 campaign with a 5-0 record but went 1-2-2 to close 
the regular season, kept pace with the 9-1 Sooners through the first three quarters. 

No one, however, could have expected the game to be decided the way it was — by 
the Sooners turning six Duke mistakes into touchdowns. 

Duke served up the Sooners’ first two scores as Oklahoma built an early 14-0 lead. 
Blue Devil mistakes also accounted for the Sooners’ final four as Oklahoma scored 27 points 
in the fourth quarter to break open a 21-14 nail biter. The six strikes came on quick conver- 
sions of two fumbles, two interceptions, a blocked punt and a wild snap from center. 

Oklahoma's first conversion came after Duke moved deep into Sooner territory. 
Quarterback George Harris tossed a wild pass into the right flat, which David Baker picked 
off at the six-yard line and ran it back 94 yards to paydirt. 

Soon after, Oklahoma was back in the scoring column after a bad snap in punt forma- 
tion, which Clendon Thomas took at the Duke 13-yard line and returned for a 14-0 lead. 

To Duke's credit, the Blue Devils responded with fury and took the ball 65 yards in 
seven plays for a score to make it 14-7 at the half. Key plays in the drive included Wray 
Carlton's 20-yard run and a twisting 17-yard run by George Dutrow that put the ball on the 
three. Team captain Hal McElhaney scored the first two times he touched the ball in this 
game. 

Both teams scored in the third quarter with Oklahoma first on a six-inch sneak by Carl 
Dodd. He set up the score with 35-yard punt return to the Duke 14. 

Duke came right back and pushed its way with authority through the Oklahoma defense 
for 85 yards on 11 plays. Pryor Millner'’s passing and Dutrow’s running ate up the yardage. 
Then Dutrow circled around the end eight yards for the score behind a jarring block by Roy 
Hord. After that, very little went right for Duke.

Duke won its fourth ACC football title in 1960 and landed squarely in its first Cotton 
Bowl. But don't get the impression that the Blue Devils and their 7-3 record rolled into Dallas 
ona high note. Coach Bill Murray's team lost its last two regular season games and had 
plenty to prove when it met Arkansas. 

Two of the nation’s premier passing teams were to showcase their aerial talents, but 
defense proved to be the final factor. Quarterback Don Altman led the Blue Devils’ attack 
as they captured a narrow 7-6 victory over Arkansas in Duke's only trip to the Cotton Bowl. 

The first ever tilt with the Hogs marked one of Duke's all-time great comeback victories. 
The Blue Devils didn't have far to come back from but they waited until the very end and did 
it in a dramatic fashion. 

After a scoreless first half, Arkansas’ great back, Lance Alworth, ended the shutout 
with 2:53 remaining in the third period by returning a Duke punt 49 yards for a touchdown. 
Duke stopped the extra point when Dave Unser broke through the line to smother the at- 
tempt. 

Finally, Duke's offense came to life in the fourth quarter. Arkansas had yielded only 
one touchdown in its final four regular season contests. Duke knew the yards would come 
tough, and they did. The Blue Devils managed only 206 yards for the game and 73 came on 
one drive. 

Duke's game-winning touchdown drive came in the face of this defense and can only 
be called remarkable. With determination, the Blue Devils marched 73 yards into the teeth 
of the Razorbacks and scored with just 2:45 to play. Altman engineered the drive, which 
featured no long gains and took 18 snaps to accomplish. Two of those plays were fourth down 
conversions and six were passes hauled in by All-America end Claude “Tee” Moorman. 

Three plays leading up to the TD were considered especially devastating from the 
Razorbacks’ side of the field. First, there was a six-yard pass from Altman to Bob Spada 
after Altman had appeared to be trapped for a long loss. Then, Duke had third-and-three 
on the Arkansas 30-yard line and the Hogs suspected a pass in the flat to Moorman. They 
guessed right with Alworth getting his hands on the ball only to have Moorman struggle it 
away but for a three-yard loss. 

That set up fourth down and Altman calmly found Dean Wright in the clear and hit 
him with a pass good for 11 yards. 

Four plays later came the tying touchdown pass, and it involved just a little tomfoolery. 
The play went down in the scoring summary as a nine-yard pass from Altman to Moorman, 
but there were two spur-of-the-moment wrinkles on this play. The play, 31-rollback, had 
been used before with Altman pitching it to the halfback who then pitches it back before 
entering the line and Altman peels left to find his receiver. 

Altman called the play and got the ball back but curled to his right where he found a 
wide open Moorman who had faked Alworth with a look in and a cut out — the opposite of 
the usual play. 

Captain Art Browning then came in to kick the extra point — perfect.

After sharing the ACC title and making its first bow! appearance in over 25 years, Duke 
had its sights set on the first nine-win season since the Rose Bowl team of 1941. 

The Blue Devils came into the game winners of seven straight after a 1-3 start. The 
record-setting squad was led by ACC Coach of the Year Steve Spurrier and his “‘Airball” 
attack featuring All-America wide receiver Clarkston Hines. 

Texas Tech running back James Gray quickly dashed those thoughts, though, as the 
Red Raiders scored the first four touchdowns of the contest to take an early 28-0 lead and 
set the tone for an eventual 49-21 Duke loss. 

The first 20 minutes were dominated by Texas Tech and Gray, who set an All American 
Bowl record with three touchdowns in one half. Duke turned the ball over three times and 
fell behind 28-0 before a quick rally made it 28-14 at the half. 

Sophomore quarterback Dave Brown came in to lead Duke on two quick scoring strikes. 
The first drive took but 25 seconds and two plays with Bud Zuberer hauling in a 30-yard 
pass down the right sideline with 8:03 left in the half. The second took 50 seconds and four 
plays, with Dave Colonna catching a 25-yard scoring pass over the middle with 2:31 to go 
in the half. 

Brown finished the night completing 17-of-30 pass attempts for 268 yards and three 
touchdowns. 

Texas Tech regained the second half momentum. The Red Raiders stayed on the ground 
for 11 plays and 62 yards and capped the 6:12 drive with a one-yard run by reserve Anthony 
Lynn. 

The Red Raiders upped the lead to 42-14 entering the fourth quarter. 

Hines finished his Duke career with another stellar performance, catching six passes 
for 112 yards while Duke's 1,000-yard rusher, Randy Cuthbert, could manage just 31 yards 
on five attempts. A two-time All-America pick and the 1989 ACC Player of the Year, Hines 
ended his career as Duke's all-time leader in career catches, yards, touchdowns and 100-yard 
receiving games. 

The game also was Spurrier’s last as the coach of the Blue Devils. He took over the 
Florida program, his alma mater, following the season. The two-time ACC Coach of the Year 
pick finished his Duke head coaching career with a 20-13-1 record.

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The Blue Devils battled back from a disastrous first quarter to tie Wisconsin at 13-13 
in the second half of the 1995 Hall of Fame Bowl. But when push came to shove, it was the 
Badgers’ huge offensive line that did the pushing and shoving, paving the way for the 241 
rushing yards by Terrell Fletcher and a 34-20 Wisconsin win. 

Wisconsin opened the scoring just six minutes into the contest when Jeff Messenger 
returned a Spence Fischer interception 19 yards for a Badger touchdown. Fischer actually 
had three interceptions in the game's first eight minutes after throwing just five intercep- 
tions in Duke's last nine regular season games. 

The Duke defense kept the game close with a fourth down stop while forcing Wisconsin 
to kick two long field goals in the first quarter. 

Fischer rebounded in the second frame, directing the Blue Devils to two scoring drives, 
including a 13-play, 90-yard drive capped by a Robert Baldwin 7-yard run for paydirt. At 
the end of the half placekicker Tom Cochran was true on a 30-yard effort to make it just 
13-10 heading into the locker room. 

Duke responded in the second half with another Cochran field goal 6:30 into the third 
quarter to tie the score at 13 apiece. 

After that, the Badgers’ offensive line took full force, marching 78 yards on 10 plays 
- all on the ground - to take a 19-13 lead. Ray Farmer blocked the point after to leave the 
Blue Devils just six behind. Wisconsin scored the eventual winning score midway through 
the fourth quarter when quarterback Darrell Bevell hooked up with Jason Burns for an 
li-yard touchdown. The two-point conversion made it 27-13. 

Even then, the Blue Devils were not through. Fischer rallied Duke to an 80-yard scoring 
march on 10 plays, topped by another Baldwin scoring run with just 4:10 to play. 

Duke's defense couldn't hold in the end. On third and one at the Duke 49-yard line 
with just barely two minutes to play, Fletcher galloped 49 yards for paydirt and the clincher 
for the Badgers. 

On the offensive side of the ball, Duke turned to its passing game and the arm of Fischer. 
He completed 28-of-46 passes for 314 yards, connecting with tight end Bill Khayat 11 times 
for 109 of those yards. Wide receiver Jon Jensen had six catches for 97 additional yards. 

However, the Blue Devils could not get a throw into the endzone, as Duke's two 
touchdowns came from the rushing efforts of Baldwin, the 1994 ACC Player of the Year and 
third team All-America pick, who rushed for 70 yards on 21 carries on the day. 

“Our players fought back from adversity and kept the outcome in doubt until the final 
two minutes,” said Duke's Fred Goldsmith, the 1994 National Coach of the Year.

Cincinnati scored two touchdowns in the final minute of play to post a 48-34 
victory over Duke in the Belk Bowl as 48,128 fans watched at Bank of America Stadium. 
The two teams combined for 54 first downs and 1,114 total yards on the night. 

With the score tied at 34-34, Duke held possession deep in Bearcat territory late 
in the fourth period, but lost a fumble on the six yard line with 1:20 on the clock. The 
Bearcats took advantage of the turnover, striking for an 83-yard touchdown pass to 
take the lead before sealing the win with a defensive touchdown. 

The Blue Devils jumped out to a 16-0 lead, thanks in part to a blocked punt and 
recovery for a touchdown by Tony Foster, but the Bearcats responded with 27 unan- 
swered points to claim a 27-16 advantage midway through the third quarter on George 
Winn's 46-yard touchdown run. 

In the fourth period, after touchdown receptions by Duke's Conner Vernon and 
David Reeves, Cincinnati reclaimed the lead at 34-31 when Brandon Kay tossed a 
25-yard scoring pass to Chris Moore. Duke rallied to tie the game at 34-34 on Ross 
Martin's 52-yard field goal with 7:24 left on the clock. 

Duke quarterback Sean Renfree set Belk Bowl records for passing attempts (49), 
pass completions (37) and passing yardage (358 yards) while Vernon closed his career 
with a 10-catch, 119-yard performance. Josh Snead rushed 17 times for 107 yards. 

Kay threw four touchdown passes on the night to lead the Bearcats.

Texas A&M quarterback Johnny Manziel accounted for 455 total yards and five 
touchdowns as the 20th-ranked Aggies defeated No. 22 Duke, 52-48, in the 46th annual 
Chick-fil-A Bowl as 67,946 spectators watched at the Georgia Dome in Atlanta, Ga. 

Texas A&M took its first lead of the game at the 3:33 mark of the final period when 
Toney Hurd, Jr. returned an interception 55 yards for a touchdown to put the Aggies 
ahead, 52-48. The Aggie defense then recorded a second interception on Duke's next 
possession to seal the win. 

The game earned the highest viewing rating for non-BCS bowl games in ESPN 
history as the two squads combined to set 20 Chick-fil-A Bowl records including most 
combined points (100) and most combined total offensive yards (1,202). 

Duke's Anthony Boone threw for a career-high and school bowl game record 427 
yards with three TDs while rushing for 27 yards and one more score as the Blue Devils 
rolled up 661 total offensive yards to mark the third-highest single-game total in Duke 
history. Boone's two favorite targets were wideout Jamison Crowder (12-163) and 
tight end Braxton Deaver (6-116). 

The Blue Devils scored on all six of their first half possessions and claimed a 38-17 
lead at intermission. Texas A&M scored touchdowns on its first five possessions in the 
second half to mount the comeback. 

The Blue Devil ground attack was paced by running backs Josh Snead (17-104) and 
Juwan Thompson (11-92). Snead had two touchdowns on the night on an 11-yard pass 
from Boone and a 25-yard run.

Arizona State scored the go-ahead touchdown with 4:45 remaining in the game 
and intercepted Duke quarterback Anthony Boone in the end zone with 45 seconds 
left to record a 36-31 Sun Bowl victory against the Blue Devils in front of 47,809 fans 
at Sun Bowl Stadium. 

After falling behind 20-3 midway through the second quarter, Duke clawed its 
way back and took its first lead at 31-30 with 5:03 to play in the fourth period as wide 
receiver Jamison Crowder threw a 12-yard touchdown pass to wide receiver Issac 
Blakeney. The drive was kept alive with a 30-yard completion on a fake punt from Will 
Monday to wide receiver Johnell Barnes that set Duke up with a first-and-10 at the 
ASU 20. 

Kalen Ballage returned the ensuing kickoff 96 yards to give the Sun Devils 
first-and-goal at the Duke four-yard line. Quarterback Sean Kelly tossed his second 
touchdown of the day to Demario Richard on the next play to put ASU back ahead. 

After the score, Duke took over at its own 29-yard line and used a 43-yard comple- 
tion from Boone to Crowder to reach the Sun Devil 24-yard line. On third-and-10 from 
the ASU 14 with under a minute to play, Boone was intercepted in the end zone to seal 
the victory for the Sun Devils. 

Crowder was a spark throughout the game, finishing with seven receptions for 
102 yards and a 68-yard punt return for a touchdown as well as the 12-yard scoring 
pass to Blakeney. The seven catches moved Crowder into a tie for first with former 
Blue Devil Conner Vernon on the ACC and Duke career reception total charts with 283. 

Richard had the two receiving scores and two rushing TDs to pace Arizona State.

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Duke kicked a field goal in overtime and watched as Indiana missed its tying 
attempt to secure the Blue Devils’ first bowl victory since 1961. Thomas Sirk and 
Shaun Wilson shared MVP honors in Duke's first postseason win since a 7-6 win over 
Arkansas in the Cotton Bowl played on January 1, 1961. 

ARoss Martin 36-yard field goal put the finishing touches ona game of momentum 
swings and big plays as Duke jumped out to a 10-0 lead only to trail by seven with 42 
seconds to play. 

A Martin field goal and 85-yard touchdown run by Wilson pushed the Blue Devils 
to a 10-0 advantage at the end of the opening quarter before Indiana answered in the 
second frame with two touchdowns to go up 14-10 with 1:25 remaining in the half. A 
Sirk 73-yard TD run put Duke up 17-14 with 60 seconds left in the second quarter, but 
Indiana kicked a 45-yard field goal to even the score at intermission. 

The lead changed hands four times in the third quarter with Indiana owning a 
four-point edge at 31-27 to begin the fourth period. The Hoosiers made it a seven-point 
cushion on a Griffin Oakes 27-yard field goal, but Wilson's 98-yard kickoff return evened 
the score again. 

Nate Sudfeld put Indiana in great position for the win with a 25-yard touchdown 
pass to Mitchell Paige with 4:03 to play in regulation, but Sirk marched the Blue Devils 
78 yards on 13 plays and scored ona five-yard run with 41 seconds left to force overtime.

Northern Illinois in front of 20,211 fans at Ford Field. Most Valuable Player Daniel Jones 
helped the Blue Devils to the win, throwing for 252 yards, rushing for 86 and accounting 
for three touchdowns as Duke secured its seventh victory of the year. 

After Duke jumped out to a 14-0 lead after the first quarter, the Huskies answered 
at the beginning of the second frame with two quick touchdowns to even the game at 
14-14 with 12:22 to play in the opening half. 

From there, Jones took control, throwing a 33-yard touchdown pass to wide 
receiver T.J. Rahming at the 6:09 mark of the second quarter and tossing an tl-yard 
scoring strike to running back Shaun Wilson with 93 seconds to go in the half to put 
Duke ahead 26-14 at intermission. 

A seven yard scoring run for Brittain Brown in the third quarter and 24-yard 
field goal from William Holmquist capped the second half scoring as the Blue Devils 
tallied the game's final 22 points. 

Jones’ 252 passing yards were the fifth most by a Blue Devil in a bowl game while 
his three touchdowns accounted for are tied for the second most in Duke bowl history. 
His two passing touchdowns tied the Quick Lane Bowl record and 27 completions set 
the game's record. 

With the victory, the Blue Devils won consecutive bowl games for just the second 
time in program history, joining the 1945 Sugar Bowl and 1955 Orange Bowl triumphs. 
Duke also earned its fourth winning season in the last five years, the most successful 
stretch for the program since four winning campaigns in five seasons between 1960-64.

Redshirt junior quarterback Daniel Jones threw for 423 yards and five touchdowns, 
senior wide receiver T.J. Rahming caught 12 passes for 240 yards and two scores, and 
Duke blew past Temple 56-27 in the Walk-On's Independence Bowl. 

The Blue Devils scored touchdowns on seven straight drives, flipping a 27-14 
deficit in the second quarter to a 56-27 lead by midway through the fourth by scoring 
42 unanswered points. 

Jones’ five touchdown passes and 423 yards passing both set Independence Bowl 
records. So did Duke's 56 points. 

Duke, which won its third consecutive bowl game, now owns four seasons with 
eight or more wins in the last six years, the most successful stretch for the program 
since four in six from 1938-43. 

Head coach David Cutcliffe won his fourth Independence Bowl. He led Ole Miss 
to victories in Shreveport in 1998, 1999 and 2002 and is already enshrined in the bowl's 
Hall of Honor. Cutcliffe won his third bowl game with the Blue Devils, the most for any 
Duke head coach in program history. 

Temple took a 13-7 lead in the first half after Delvon Randall's 52-yard inter- 
ception return for a touchdown. The Owls then pushed ahead 27-14 late in the second 
quarter, but Duke responded with 22-yard touchdown pass from Jones to Rahming to 
pull within 27-21 by halftime.
